Southern Ontario Area Airports Study 


Information Update 


The Southern Ontario Area Airports Study (SOAAS) is very quickly nearing completion. Most of 
the technical work is finished and the team is now primarily engaged in completing 
documentation of various studies, as well as drafting the final report. 


During the past several months we have spent a considerable amount of time on a 
comprehensive program of consulting with our major stakeholders. This has included the airport 
owners/operators, the aviation industry, municipal/provincial/federal government departments, 
as well as the general public. The discussions have proven to be very helpful to the team in 
shaping our conclusions and recommendations. These are currently being finalized and will be 
presented to the Minister of Transport before the end of December. 


The writing of the draft final report is expected to take us into early January. At that time, 
subject to the Minister's concurrence, we expect to make it available to all stakeholders for 
further input. Following that process the report will be finalized. 


In the meantime, a number of our technical reports are completed and are available. They are:

INANCIAL/STAFFING/LEGAL IMPLICATIONS: 


The Preliminary Operation and Maintenance Budget for the airport has an operating deficit of 
$642,470 (a 0% increase from the 1994 approved subsidy level) with an expenditure level of 
$2,595,830 and revenue level of $1,953,360. However, the operating deficit of $642,470 also 
indicates a 24.9% decrease from the 1994 Transport Canada approved-in-principle budget. It 
is anticipated that a further operating deficit reduction of 15.1% will be possible in the 1996 
Budget.

The Special Airport Committee at its meeting of August 
12, 1991 agreed to pay 60% of the cost of the passenger 
screening service until such time as other airlines are 
utilitizing this service and the cost can be shared amongst 
them.

Promotion (1995 - $28,000) 


Represents 19% of total expenditures and has increased by $2,690 or 5.26% 
over 1994. A portion of the costs totalling $10,000 will be recovered through 
the maintenance fee charged to the subsidized budget. The funds are for 
promoting the Airport in conjunction with the Airport Marketing Plan. 


Contractual Services (1995 - $11,000) 


Represents 8% of total expenditures and has not increased over 1994. The 
funds are being provided to undertake studies and to cover other extraneous 
expenditures. 


Revenues: 


Administration/Maintenance Fee (1995 - $38,000) 


Represents 40% of revenues and has increased by $10,000 or 35% over 1994. 
The increase reflects the portion of the costs to be recovered from the 
subsidized budget. This fee is charged to offset consulting services ($11,000), 
and promotion costs ($27,000). It was instituted by the Region to help offset 
expenditures not completely supported by Transport Canada in the subsidized 
budget. 


Passenger Screening Fees (1995 - $24,800) 


Represents 26% of revenues and has decreased by 26% over 1994. This 
represents a fee of $1.75 per passenger to offset the cost of passenger 
screening from airlines utilizing the service. 


Capital Component 
* Debt Charges (1995 - $40,000) 


In 1988 the Region, at the request of Nation Air, built offices to 
accommodate their administration and reservation operation. The 
debt charges for the addition were to be recovered by rental fees from 
Nation Air. Several years ago, Nation Air terminated their service at 
the airport, and the space remains empty. Until the space is leased 
to other tenants, the difference between the debt charges and rental 
fees will be funded by the general levy.

FINANCIAL/STAFFING/LEGAL IMPLICATIONS: 


In 1990 the Special Airport Committee included in the Region’s Capital Budget an amount of 
$5,000,000 for the proposed extension of Runway 12L/30R. These allocations were based on 
a full pay back from sources other than Hamilton-Wentworth Region. These sources include: 
Transport Canada, landing fees, and the airport 10% Administration/Maintenance Fee. 


BACKGROUND: 


Transport Canada’s position at the present time with respect to extending Runway 12L/30R from 
8,000 feet to 9,500 feet is that they will not proceed with this extension until such need is 
warranted. Your Board will recollect that presentations were made by several groups indicating 
that in order to attract additional passenger and cargo business, Hamilton Airport requires at 
least a 9,500 foot runway.

We are confident that with the commencement of the Highway 6 New project to service the 
airport, the proposed extension to Runway 12L/30R will be a tremendous boost to airport 
business as well as adjacent industrial parks. 


Funds are allocated in the 1995 portion of the 1995 - 1999 Capital Budget to commence the 
Environmental Assessment and Review Process.

STATEMENT BY THE MINISTER OF TRANSPORT

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The international air sector is vital for travel, trade, tourism and employment. 


Canadian scheduled carriers serve over 60 destinations in 30 countries. As 
well, Canada is served by 38 foreign carriers which provide scheduled air service to and 
from 65 destinations worldwide. 


The Canadian airline industry directly employs over 50,000 persons in Canada 
and depends on the international sector for more than 40% of its $8 billion in annual 
revenues. Two and a half million business travellers fly to and from Canada each year. 
Two million tourists who fly to Canada each year also contribute 100’s of millions of dollars 
to our economy. 


Canada is vitally dependent on air transport for its international commercial 
links and for much of its future economic growth potential. 


The airline industry worldwide has just come through the most difficult period 
in its history. Collectively, the airlines incurred losses of over 15 billion dollars (U.S.) 
between 1990 and 1994 on their international scheduled services alone. The Canadian airline 
industry fared no better. Our two major carriers accumulated net losses of over 2 billion 
dollars during the same period. 


Earlier this year, our government took steps to end one battle in the Canadian 
airline industry. The Computer Reservation Systems industry, so enmeshed in that dispute 
between Air Canada and Canadian Airlines International, has survived although some activity 
has shifted to the U.S. The airline industry is also showing some signs of recovery. For the 
third quarter of 1994, both Air Canada and Canadian Airlines International posted the best 
financial results in their corporate history. 


There are many problems still to be resolved and the government must do 
what it can to help the airlines in their efforts to recover. 


But the time has come to focus on the interests of: 


- travellers and shippers; and, 
- airport communities. 


The government is pursuing a comprehensive strategy for the air sector. 


Underpinning our strategy is the need for a safe, efficient, and viable air 
transportation system. 


The strategy takes a three-pronged approach. 


Over the last few months, the government announced two major initiatives in 
this sector. . 


e First, a National Airports Policy has been adopted. It is a community-based : 
management model. This will take government out of day-to-day operations. 
Government will be responsible for ensuring safety and security. 


Second, we are moving toward commercialization of the air navigation system. A 
decision on the management structure can be expected soon and we have industry- 
wide support for our approach of a “not for profit" organization. 


The third element of our strategy consists of a series of initiatives to deal with 
international air policy issues. The question of negotiations towards a new air agreement 
with the United States is being addressed through a separate channel. As such, these policy 
initiatives do not apply to transborder air services.

Managing international air services is difficult. They are governed by a 
heavily regulated web of country-to-country agreements. Canada currently has air 
agreements with some 60 countries. Entrenched in most of these agreements are limits on 
such things as: 


- the cities that can be served; 

- the number of carriers “designated” as having access to the country; 
- flight frequency; and, 

- type of aircraft. 


Contrary to rules that now govern much of industry and global trade, all is 
i nl xplici low 


Under the regulatory regime, we are constrained by the interests of each 
country with which we have an agreement. These interests vary widely and often differ from 
our own. Some favour more open, liberal agreements. Others pursue protectionist 
strategies. 


We must pursue a policy that ensures an acceptable balance of opportunities 
and benefits for Canada. 


Ironically, we have added our own restrictions to all the regulatory and foreign 
relation constraints. 


@ The Government of Canada spends considerable time and effort negotiating route 
rights for Canadian carriers. Too frequently, however, those hard won rights have 
gone unused. Today, more than half of our air agreements are not being fully used 
by Canadian carriers. 


@ Smaller carriers have access to markets in Europe, the U.S., the Caribbean, and 
Central and South America, but usually on a charter basis only. 


e Foreign carriers have traditionally been excluded from serving Canada if no Canadian 
carrier wants to serve the market. 


These service constraints are not imposed by our trading partners; they are 


awe ee 


Canadian stakeholders have differing views on what the objectives of an 
international air policy for Canada should be. 


First, as we transfer our airports to community-based authorities, the new 
management teams will want to attract more international traffic, whether by Canadian or 
foreign carriers. The success of our Airports Policy will therefore depend in part on our 
ability to create new revenue opportunities. Our strategy must be responsive to the 
legitim 1 f_our xporting communiti r nvironmen 
hat provi eal reater international mark 


Second, Air Canada and Canadian Airlines International are in a state of 
recovery and are looking to new markets for growth. At the same time, we cannot overlook 
the benefits of a dynamic, well diversified airline industry that also includes charter carriers, 
smaller scheduled cia ate eareG sete “tee airlines make an hie 
contribution. — 


Third, our goal is to protect the interests of travellers, shippers, and taxpayers, 
as well as those of the airlines and their employees. 


The dramatic growth of Computer Reservation Systems as a major marketing 
tool for the air industry has raised concerns that the consumer may not receive accurate and 
fair information as to the best travel option. 


Consumers have often been misled as to the ability of start-up carriers to 
provide service, either on an announced date or on an ongoing basis. The result has been 
frustration and disappointment, ruined holiday plans, and loss of money.

Striking the best balance among these interests and viewpoints for Canada is a 
formidable task. 


The government clearly has the responsibility for setting national policies, 
regulations, and standards. Under the current regime of air agreements, it must also allocate 
international route rights. 


In exercising this responsibility, Canada’s international air policy will provide 
a more pro-competitive environment in which Canadian carriers can take advantage of, and 
communities and users benefit from, international air service opportunities. 


Our policy is guided by what is in the national interest: 


- the policy must provide better international air service for Canadians; 

- it must support our international trade, business and tourism objectives; 

- it must respond to the needs of airport and export communities; 

- it must ensure consumers are protected and have all the necessary information to 
make the travel choices best suited to their needs; and finally, 

- it must strive to create a growth-oriented environment for the air industry. 


In the future, any Canadian carrier will be able to apply to the Minister of 
Transport for designation to serve a country where the right to fly the route to that country is 
unused or is underused. This will be for countries with which Canada has an air agreement. 


Transport Canada will publish a list of 37 countries which are immediately 
open to Canadian carriers for service. Any Canadian carrier, large or small, is welcome to 
apply. 


Canadian carriers will also be entitled to apply for access to a country with 
which Canada does nc' * ve an air agreement and the government will make its best effort to 
negotiate an air agre: _... to meet the requirements of any interested carrier. 


All elements of the Use it or Lose it policy will be clearly stated and easily 
understood. 


Also in future, foreign carriers will not be prevented from serving Canada 
because our carriers are not interested in serving the country where that carrier is based. 


If no air agreement exists and no Canadian carrier has an interest in serving a 
particular market, we will negotiate with interested foreign countries to designate one carrier 
to commence a twice-weekly service to one or more points of their choice in Canada, except 
Toronto. 


To protect the consumer, the government will deny applications for operating 
licences from any new Canadian international charter carrier which does not have the 
appropriate financial capability to assure that it can fulfil its obligations to the consumer. 


Carriers will not be permitted to sell transportation services before they obtain all necessary 
government approvals. 


Regulations to govern Computer Reservation Systems operating in Canada will 
specifically require that air carriers offering passenger services which are sold in Canada 


through such systems have those services displayed in a fair, neutral and comprehensive 
manner. 


These international air policy initiatives are designed to enhance Canada’s 
business, trade and tourism objectives, offer new opportunities for airlines, respond to- 
airport community needs, protect the interests of travellers, shippers, and taxpayers, 


and is part of our government’s efforts to stimulate the economy by exploiting business 
opportunities globally.

CANADA’S INTERNATIONAL AIR TRANSPORTATION POLICY 
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POLICY PERSPECTIVE 


Rationale for Change 
This government recently announced two major initiatives in the air sector: 
¢ A new airports policy, accelerating transfer to local authorities. 
° Movement towards commercialization of the air navigation system. 


This policy on international air transportation complements the two previous initiatives. 
The policy does not apply to the United States. The question of negotiations toward a new air 
agreement with the United States is being addressed through a separate channel. 


As all governments of the world have the right to regulate their own airspace, it is beyond 
the control of any one government to fully manage international air services. Nonetheless, as 
each country can establish its own policy, there is room for Canada to be more open in the 
management of rights we have negotiated in air service agreements with other countries. 


Globally, the air industry is slowly recovering from the worst crisis in its history — a 
crisis our own airline industry did not escape. Canada’s two major airlines and our smaller 
carriers need opportunities for growth in the international market. 


The Canadian Community of Interests 


Canadians look at international air transport from many perspectives: as a means to travel 
abroad, quickly and affordably for business and leisure purposes; as a means to attract com- 
mercial activity to our communities; as a means to import and export high value and perish- 
able commodities; as a means of employment; as a generator of foreign currency and wealth; 
as a driver of technological change; and as a source of civic and national pride. 


Communities, the business sector, travel and tourism interests, airlines and consumers — 
each group with its own perspective — often prevail upon government to address their con- 
cers. The particular role and challenge of government is to formulate a clear and coherent 
set of objectives, strategies and policies that best meets the overall national interest.

2 Canada's Intemational Air Transportation Policy 


Objectives 


The following objectives for a Canadian international air policy are established as being in 
the broad national interest: 


° To provide better international air service for Canadians. 

¢ To support our international trade, business and tourism objectives.

¢ To ensure consumers are protected and have all the necessary information to 
make the travel choices best suited to their needs. 

¢ To create a growth-oriented environment for the air industry. 


Safety, security and viability concerns, as always, will remain paramount air sector objec- 
tives. 
Strategic Directions 


The Government wishes to enhance prospects for new international air services, in par- 
ticular: 


° We should assign route rights to Car.:.Jian carriers willing to operate on unserved 
routes. 


¢ We should permit foreign carriers to offer service to Canada even if our carriers 
do not wish to serve the country of the foreign carrier. 


Consumers will benefit from this approach. There remains, however, a need to protect 
consumers from misleading service representations. To this end: 


¢ The government will regulate the Computer Reservation System industry such 
that the full range of travel service information is available to travel agents and 
hence to consumers in a clear, comprehensive, and neutral manner. 


¢ Canada will not grant operating licences to Canadian international charter carriers 
that do not meet financial requirements sufficient to give reasonable assurances 


that they can fulfil their flight obligations to the consumer. 


¢ Such carriers will not be permitted to sell transportation services before they 
obtain a licence. 


Canada's Intemational Air Transportation Policy 3 


PROMOTING INDUSTRY GROWTH AND COMPETITIVENESS | 


“Use It or Lose It” — Allocation of 
Scheduled Passenger Service Opportunities 


Current policy provides Air Canada and Canadian Airlines International with the right to 
enter unserved markets in their allocated territories of the world. This has the effect of block- 
ing a service interest by any other Canadian carrier, even if the designated carrier chooses not 
to commence its own service. 


Effective immediately, any Canadian carrier may apply to the Minister of Transport for 
designation to operate in countries where the currently designated carrier is either not operat- 
ing or is “under-utilizing” the designation. 


A designation will be deemed to be “under-utilized”: 


° if the incumbent carrier is operating direct (i.e. same plane) service less than 
twice weekly on a year-round basis with its own equipment; or, 


¢ if it is operating through a commercial agreement with a foreign carrier (e.g. 
block space/code-share agreement) without using its own equipment on a 
significant portion of the itinerary and if it is not operating at a daily or near daily 
frequency of service during peak periods. 


Attached to this policy statement is a list of 37 countries eligible for assignment to new 
carriers under this policy (Appendix A). Transport Canada will update this list periodically. 


Incumbent carriers may also submit an application and continue to use their designations 
until a new designation becomes effective. 


If more than one carrier applies to operate on an unserved or under-served route, the 
Minister of Transport will select the successful applicant based on considerations such as: 


° the best service proposal (e.g. frequency and routing, etc.); and, 


° the ability, technically and commercially, to provide the services, based on its 
track record. 


The successful applicant will have one year from the date of carrier selection to implement 


the proposed service. If more than one carrier applies for the designation, the Minister may 
name a “back-up” carrier. 
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In order to provide some stability and the incentive to make the necessary investment to. 
develop a service, the successful applicant will be able to keep the designation for two years 
so long as it is not “under-utilized.” If, after two years of operation, the level of service is 
below that initially proposed, competing applications will be permitted from other carriers. 


The Minister of Transport will consider together all applications under this policy received 
by April 1, 1995. Decisions on these applications will be issued no later than July 1, 1995. 
Applications received after July 1, 1995 will be considered one-by-one, as opportunities 
arise. | 


A procedural flow chart for the administration of the policy is attached as Appendix B. 


Allocation of Fifth Freedom Rights 


At times, carriers will want to serve two international markets on the same flight. To make 
this type of service viable, a carnier will often want to pick up traffic at one foreign point and 
carry it to the other. For an airline to be entitled to carry this type of traffic requires govern- 
ments of both foreign countries to grant so-called “fifth freedom” nights. In negotiations, 
Canada often acquires fifth freedom rights, which are sometimes not fully taken up by the 
first carrier designated to operate. 


Effective immediately, second designated carriers may apply for unused fifth freedom 
rights. In assessing these applications, the Minister of Transport will consider the following: 


¢ the incumbent carrier’s plans for use of these rights; 


¢ the necessity of undertaking additional air negotiations to make the fifth freedom 
rights useable by the applicant; and, 


¢ the impact on Canada’s air relationship with the foreign countries concemed. 


Allocation of Intransit Rights 


Some routes to two foreign countries can be made economic without “fifth freedom” 
rights. In such circumstances, a carrier may only want the right to carry its home country 
traffic “in transit” through the first foreign point to the second, without picking up any new 
traffic in the process. Some of Canada’s negotiated “‘intransit” rights are not being used. 
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Effective immediately, all Canadian designated carriers will be permitted to make use of 
available intransit rights, so that carriers may carry passengers through an intermediate point 
to their destination. 


Henceforth, Canada will seek these rights as a matter of course in air negotiations. 


a RESPONDING TO COMMUNITY ASPIRATIONS 


Foreign Carrier Access to Canada, when Canadian Carriers Have No Service Interest 


In the past, unless a Canadian carrier was interested in serving a market, foreign carriers 
have usually been denied access to Canada because of the potential impact on Canada’s 
airline industry. The more direct routing that the foreign carrier would offer has therefore 
been an option unavailable to Canadian travellers. Consumers have had less convenient 
routings to get to their destinations and communities have not benefited from direct service. 


Effective immediately, if no air agreement exists and no Canadian carrier is interested in 
the market, a foreign country may apply for one of its carriers to commence a total of twice- 
weekly service from the foreign country to one or more points in Canada of its choice, with 
the exception of Toronto. Canada will approve the application provided that: 


¢ the Canadian community or communities that would gain service are supportive; 


and, 


¢ the foreign carrier would not pick up traffic en route to or from Canada (i.e. no 
“fifth freedom” rights). Exceptions to this restriction may be permitted based on 
the merits of each case. The right to flow traffic through a third country 
(“intransit” rights) would be permitted. 


We will also be guided by: 
« the future market interests of Canadian carriers; and, 
¢ whether there are any safety, security or foreign relations impediments. 


Canadian carriers will have an opportunity to submit service proposals to be judged on 
their merits. If a Canadian carrier is interested in serving the market, Canada will seek to 
negotiate an air agreement that provides opportunities for the Canadian and the foreign 
carrier. 
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PROTECTING THE CONSUMER 


New Canadian International Charter Entrants 


In recent years, consumers have on occasion been misled as to the ability of start-up 
carriers to provide service either on an announced date or on an ongoing basis. The upshot 
has been, at best, frustration and disappointment and, at worst, lost holiday plans and money, 
as well as significant charges against provincial compensation funds. 


The Minister of Transport will therefore ask the National Transportation Agency to ensure 
that: 


¢ new carriers wishing to operate international charter services meet minimum 
financial requirements before being given a licence; and, 


¢ new international charter carriers do not sell transportation services before they 
have obtained a licence to operate air services. 


The financial requirements will not constitute a barrier to the entry of new participants in 
the industry, but will ensure that new charter carriers are sufficiently capitalized to stay in 
business for a reasonable period of time. 


Computer Reserva Systems 
In the interests of consumer protection, computer reservation systems (CRSs) operating in 
Canada will be governed by new regulations to be promulgated early next year pursuant to 


the Aeronautics Act. These regulations will: 


° give participating carriers the responsibility for providing complete, accurate, 
non-misleading information to CRSs; 


¢ describe what constitutes a neutral display and grant travel agents the right to 
choose one such display to appear automatically when a transaction is started; 


¢ allow charter operators to display those air services which are not associated with 
ground packages alongside scheduled services (expands current practice); 


¢ prohibit carriers from requiring a travel agent to use a particular system as a 


condition for the receipt of any benefit, commission, rebate, discount or other 
incentive for the sale of or access to its air services; and, 
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. give the Minister of Transport the ability to ensure Canadian carriers receive 
equivalent treatment in a CRS in a foreign country where they compete against 
the national carrier. (This would be available for use when negotiations are 
unsuccessful.) 


SUMMATION 


Concluding Comment 


This package of measures offers new opportunities to Canada’s airline industry, meets the 
needs of Canadian airport and export communities, and protects the interests of travellers, 
shippers and the taxpayer. 


These initiatives will enhance Canada’s business, trade and tourism interests, and will 


support this government’s efforts to stimulate the economy by exploiting business opportuni- 
ties globally.

OTTAWA --Transport Minister Douglas Young and Foreign Affairs Minister André Ouellet 
today announced that an agreement has been reached on a framework for the resumption of 
negotiations for a new air services arrangement between Canada and the United States. 


The framework was developed by Minister Young's personal representative, Geoffrey E. Elliot, 
and Stephen Kaplan, representing U.S. transportation secretary Federico Pefia. The two 
representatives were appointed in September 1994. 


"I'm very pleased our representatives have reported that they believe it's possible to resolve the 
key issues that in the past have prevented Canada and the U.S. from establishing an open regime 
for transborder air services," said Minister Young. 


"I hope Canada will be able to re-establish formal negotiations with the United States, on the basis 
of the consensus developed by Mr. Elliot and Mr. Kaplan, as soon as possible in the new year,” he 
added. 


Mr. Elliot, a former Canadian chief air negotiator, is now vice-president of corporate affairs at 
Noranda Forest Inc. Mr. Kaplan is chief counsel for the U.S. Department of Transportation. 


"I would like to thank the two representatives for their achievement, and Noranda Forest Inc. for 
allowing Mr. Elliot's participation," said Minister Young.

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BACKGROUNDER 


HIGHLIGHTS OF FRAMEWORK FOR 
RESUMPTION OF CANADA-U,S. AIR NEGOTIATIONS 


Routes 


Canadian carriers would gain unlimited route rights, immediately, from any point in 
Canada to any point in the U.S. 


U.S. carriers would gain unlimited route rights, immediately, from any point in the U.S. 
to any point in Canada, except Toronto, Montreal and Vancouver. At those three cities, 
all existing route rights held by U.S. carriers would continue uninterrupted; new 
passenger services by U.S. carriers would be phased-in over a maximum three-year 
period. 


The following table gives the number of U.S. carriers that would each gain two new daily 
flights, for each city and for each year of the phase-in period:

The U.S. government would allocate these flights to its carriers. New air services by 
_ carriers of both countries could begin as soon as a new air agreement is signed. 


Airport Take-Off and Landing Rights (Slots) 


Canadian carriers would get 14 additional daily slots at New York's LaGuardia Airport 
and 10 at Chicago's O'Hare Airport, free of charge, to be allocated by the Government of 
Canada. Air Canada's existing slots at these airports would be protected. Canadian 
carriers would be permitted to acquire additional slots under U.S. buy-sell rules at these 
and other U.S. slot-controlled airports, including Washington National. 


Because no free slots would be provided at Washington National Airport, U.S. carriers 

would not be able to start non-stop service from Washington National to Canada until 

Canadian carriers are able to do so.

Cargo 


Canadian carriers would gain unlimited rights for transborder all-cargo services immediately, 
with no aircraft or parcel-size restrictions. All such restrictions on existing U.S. all-cargo 
authorities would be removed immediately. There would be a one-year phase-in of new U.S. 
all-cargo services. All-cargo carriers would not be permitted to fly to more than one point in 
the other country on any flights. 


Other 


Other matters covered by the framework include: 


no “cabotage” - carriage of local traffic between points in one country by 
airlines of the other country would be prohibited; 


pricing - airlines would be able to set their own prices for transborder 
services, with no requirement to file them for government approval; 


airport access - governments would help airlines and airports find constructive 
solutions to problems arising on access to airport facilities; 


“code-sharing" - after the three-year transitional period, Canadian and U.S. 
airlines would be free to share carrier identification codes under joint 
marketing schemes on any transborder service; and, 


consultation and dispute resolution - disputes on the interpretation or 
application of the agreement that remain unresolved after consultation could be 
referred by either government to an arbitration panel. 


Additional issues to be addressed through formal negotiations include airport and airway 
charges, computer reservation systems, charter services, details of the dispute resolution 
mechanism and other technical matters. 
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TRANSBORDER AIR NEGOTIATIONS 


Stephen H. Kaplan, personal representative of the Hon. Federico Peiia, United States 
Secretary of Transportation, and Geoffrey Elliot, personal representative of the Hon. 
Douglas Young, Minister of Transport of Canada, jointly recommend this framework as 
an agreed basis for the resumption of formal negouations to conclude a new bilateral air 
transport agreement between the Governments of the United States of America and 
Canada. 


Introduction: 


The 1966 Air Transport Agreement, including subsequent amendments, is obsolete and 
should be replaced. The agreement has becom« an inflexible obstacle to the development 
of a modern efficient transbordery air transportation system. It constrains the initiation of 
new air services, prevents communities in both counmies from obtaining civil air services 
essential to their economic growth and development, and denies convenient ransborder 
aur transport (o cidzens of both countries. 


The agreed framework envisages a new kind of civil aviagon relationship berween 
Canada and the United States. It outlines the essential elements of a more open, flexdble 
and market driven air transport agreement (“the Agreement”) in which airlines of both 
countnes would have a fair and equal opportunity to establish new services berween 
Canadian and U.S. cites of their choice and to compete openly for the business of the 
transborder taveler. Market forces rather than pre-negotated routes should determine 
the transborder air services provided, which airlines provide those services, and the 
prices of ransborder air services. 


Objectives: 


The basic objective of the agreed framework is to increase the variety of price and 
service options available to consumers in both countries, wo enhance access of U.S. and 
Canadian cities to the transborder air transportation system while providing new 
economic opportunities to airlines of both counties, and to ensure that when the 
Agreement is fully implemented, competition is fair and the playing field is level. 


The framework takes account of a wide spectrum of often conflicting commercial and 
public interests in both the United Stares and Canada, including the need for a brief 
period of ransitional measures designed to facilitate adjustment of the Canadian airline 
industry to a fully competitive environment At the same time, the framework also 
envisages substantial immediate opportunites for expanded services by U.S. airlines. 
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The personal representadves recognize that none of the language of the framework 
document should be regarded as final legal text for inclusion in the Agreement, that this 
is nota legally binding document and that if the framework is accepted by the respecuve 
governments, formal negodations will need to be undertaken. Nevertheless, the 
language used is intended to convey an unambiguous reflection of the recommendations 
reached by the personal representanives. 


The elements included in the agreed framework are carefully balanced to reflect the 
overall commercial and economic interests of both countries and are regarded by the 
personal representatives a5 & package. Removal of, or substantial modifications 0, 
mdividual elements included in the framework would risk undermining the integrity of 
the framework and thereby prejudice prospects for successful negodation of the 
Agreement 


I. PASSENGER/COMBINATION ROUTE AUTHORITIES: 
For Canada: 


With effect from the date of signature of the Agreement, airlines of Canada would have 
the unlimited right to operate passenget/combination services to and from any point in 
Canada to and from any point in the United States with no restrictions as to capacity, 
frequency, and aircraft size, subject [0 noodiscriminatory regulations not inconsistent 
with Arucle 15 of the Chicago Convention. Airlines would be able, at their option, to 
combine two or more points in the U.S. in a through service carrying no local passengers 
or cargo between U.S. points. 


For the United States: 


With =ffect from the date of signature of the Agreement, aitlines of the United States 
would have the unlimited right to operate passenger/combinadoa services to and from 
any point in the United States to and from any point in Canada except Toronto (Pearson 
International Airport), Montreal (Darval) and Vancouver (Vancouver International 
Airport) (hercinafter referred to as “Toronto”, “Montreal” and “Vancouver’), with no 
restrictions as to capacity, frequency, and aircraft size, subject to pondiscriminatory 
regulations not inconsistent with Article 15 of the Chicago Convention. Airlines would 
be able, at thet option, to combine two or more points in Canada on a through service 
carrying no local passengers oF cargo berween Canadian points. 


All existing route authorites under the 1966 Air Services Agrocmneat, as amended, and 


under the exchange of notes on Regional, Local and Commuter Services C"RLCS") 
would continue uninterrupted, and: 
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1. Also with effect from the date of signature of the Agreement: 


a) All existing co-terminal route authorities may be split into separate routes and 
redesignated to the same or different airlines. 


b) The new routes, Nashville-Toronto, Pittsburgh-Montreal, and Pordland- 
Vancouver, would be established (to provide independent authorises for the 


existing U.S. airline services currently operated as intermediate stops on Routes 
D.2, B.4, and F.1.). 


| c) The requirement for an intermediate stop at Toronto as a condition of service 
to Monreal on Route D.2 would be deleted. 


d) The United States would have the right to designate six U.S. airlines using different 
airline codes for up to two frequencies per day by each airline, on passenget/ 
combination services from any point in the United Siates (in new or existing markets), to 
be selected by the U.S. to and fom Monreal. 


e) The United States would have the right to designate six U.S. airlines using different 
airline codes for up to two frequencies per day by cach airline, on passenger/ 
combination services from any point in the United Sates (in new or existing markets), to 
be selected by the US. to and from Vancouver. 


f) The United States would have the right to designate two U.S. airlines using different 
airline codes for up to two frequencies per day by each airline, oa passenger/ 
combination services from any point in the United States (in new or existing markets), to 
be selected by the U.S. to and from Toronto. 


g) A limited provision for matching frequencies during the three year transitional period 
would be included in the Agreement. Specifically, in respect of any new service from 

Toronto to a U.S. point to which Canada docs not currently operate large aircraft, a U.S. 
airline, in the exercise of route authority under this sub-section, would be able two increase 


in that City-pair. 
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h) A provision for matching aircraft during the three year transidonal period would be 
included in the Agreement. Specifically, for any city-pair curreny operated by a U.S. 
airline under restrictions precluding the utilization of large aircraft, or limiting the size of 
its aircraft, if a Canadian airline, which did not previously have large aircraft authoricy in 
that market, inaugurates service in that market unlizing large aircraft, the U.S. airline 
also would be able to operate large aircraft, and in so doing would be able to match the 
purnber of large aircraft frequencies operated by a Canadian airline oa the city-pair. 


i) The U.S. would be able to change its selection of airlines or markets, at any Ume, 
provided such changes conform 1o the limitations provided herein. 


2. With effect from the first anniversary of signature of the Agreement: 


a) The United States would have the right to designate six U.S. airlines using different 
airline codes for up to two frequencies per day by each airline, on passenget/ 
combination services from any point in the United States (in new or existing markets), to 
be selected by the U.S. to and from Montreal . 


b) The United States would have the right to designate six U.S. airlines using different 
airlinc codes for up to two frequencies per day by cach airline, on passenger/ 
combination services from any point in the United States (in sew of existing markets), to 
be selected by the U.S. to and from Vancouver. 


c) The United Sttcs would have the right to designate two U.S. airlines using different 
airline codes for up to two frequencies per day by cach airline, oa passenger/ 


combination services from any point in the United States (in new or existing markets), to 
be selected by the U.S. w and from Toronto. 


d) Frequencies authorized by the U.S. in a) and b) above, would be able to be used to 
increase daily frequencies in any market selected for service in the first year to a 
maximum of four daily frequencies per airline. Frequencies authorized by the U.S. in C) 
above (Toronto) would not be able to be used to increase daily frequencies of airlines 
selected for service to Toronto in the first year. The U.S. would be able to change its 
selection of airlines or markets, at any time, provided such changes conform to the 
limitations provided herein. 


c) A limited provision for matching frequencies during the three yest cransidonal period 
would be included in the Agreement Specifically, in respect of any new service from 
Toronto to a U.S. point to which Canada does not currently operate large aircraft, a US. 
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airline, in the exercise of route authority under this sub-section, would be able to increase 
its frequencies to match the number of large-aircraft frequencies operated by a Canadian 
airline on the city-pair, provided that the U.S. airline is operating at least two frequencies 
in that City-pair. 


f) A provision for matching aircraft during the three year transional period would be 
incloded in the Agreement. Specifically, for any city-pair curready operated by a U.S. 
airline under restrictions precluding the utilization of large aircraft, or limiting the size of 
its aircraft, if a Canadian airline, which did not previously have large aircraft authonty io 
that market, inangurates service in that market utilizing large aircraft, the U.S. airline 
also would be able to operate large aircraft, and in so doing would be able to match the 
number of large aircraft frequencies operated by a Canadian airline on the city-pair. 


3. With effect from the second anniversary of signature of the Agreement: 


a) The United States would have the right to designate four U.S. airlines using different 
airline codes for up to two frequencies per day by each airline, on passenger/ 
combination services from any point in the United Scares (in new or existing markets), to 
be selected by the U.S. to and from Toronto. 


b) Airlines of the United States would have the unlimited right to operate passenger/ 
combination services to and from any point in the United States to and from Monreal 
and to and from Vancouver with no restrictions as to capacity, frequency, and aircraft 
size, subject to nandiscriminatory regulations not ioconsistent with Article 15 of the 
Chicago Convention. Airlines would be able to, at their option, combine two or more 
points in Canada on a through service carrying no local passeagers or cargo between 
Canadian points. 


c) Frequencies authorized by the U-S. in a) above (Toronto), would be able to be 
used to increase daily frequencies for any airline selected for Toronto in the first two 
ycars, 0 a maximum of four daily frequencies per airline, per market. The U.S. would 
be able 00 change its selection of airlines or markets, af any time, provided such changes 
conform to the limitations provided herein. 


d) A limited provision for matching frequencies during the three year transitional period 
would be included in the Agreement Specifically, in respect of any new service from 
Toronto to a U-S. point to which Canada does not currently operate large aircraft, a U.S. 
airline, in the exercise of route authority under this sub-section, would be able to increase 
its frequencies to match the number of large-aircraft frequencies operated by a Canadian 
airline on the city-pair, provided thar the U-S. airline is operating at least two frequencies 
in that City-pair. 


e) A provision for matching aircraft during the three year rransidonal period would be 
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included in the Agreement. Specifically, for any city-pair currently operated by a U.S. 
airline under restrictions precluding the utilization of large aircraft, or limiting the size of 
its aircraft, if a Canadian airline, which did not previously have large aucraft authority in 
that market, inaugurates service in that market utilizing large aircraft, the U.S. airline 
also would be able to operate large aircraft, and in so doing would be able to match the 
nurnber of large aircraft frequencies operated by a Canadian airline oa the city-pair. 


4. With effect from the third anniversary of signature of the Agreement: 


Airlines of the United States would have the unlimited nght to operate passenger/ 
combination services to and from any point in the United States to and from any point in 
Canada, with no restrictions as to capacity, frequency and aircraft size, subject to 
nondiscriminatory regulations not inconsistent with Artucle 15 of the Chicago 
Convention. Airlines would be able, at their option, to combine two or more points in 
Canada on a through service carrying no local passengers or cargo between Canadian 
points. 


II. ALL-CARGO SERVICES: 


& Airlines of Canada and airlines of the United States would have the right to operate all- 
cargo services to and from any point in Canada to and from any point in the United 
States with no restrictions as to aircraft weight group, package size, capacity, or 
frequency, subject to nondiscrirmnatary regulations not inconsistent with Article 15 of 
the Chicago Convention, and with the right to set their own prices for such services, 
subject to the following limitations: 


1. Points in the territory of the other party could not be combined on any through plane 
all-cargo service. The parties would meer at the end of the three year phase-in period to 
consider whether all-cargo co-terminalizing might be permitted, and if so under what 
conditions. Existing all-cargo co-terminalizing authorites would remain in effect. 


2. For a period of one year from the date of signature of the Agrecment any new all- 
cargo service by airlines of the United States to Toronto, Montreal or Vancouver would 
be limited to aircraft up to 75,000 pounds Maximum Certificated Takeoff Weight 
inclusive, with no other restrictions. 
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Route authorities granted to U.S. airlines under the All-Cargo Notes, and U.S. airline all- © 
cargo charter services opcrating under exemption authorities, would continue with all 

restrictions on aircraft weight groups, package size and similar restrictions removed As 

well, each licensee would have the freedom to change the U.S. point of call on a daily 

basis. 


WX. FIFTH FREEDOM RIGHTS: 


The Agreement would provide no additional fifth freedom nghts far either country. 
Existing fifth freedom rights would remain unchanged, it being understood that no paint 
beyond Auswalasia would be able to be served, in either direction, in respect of Canadian 
rights under Route G.1, if a point in-Ausmalasia is noc served in both directions on the 
route. 


IV. SLOTS AT CHICAGO (O'HARE) AND NEW YORK (LAGUARDIA) 
AIRPORTS: 


Canadian airlines would be subject to the U.S. system for slot allocation at U.S. high 
density airports. 


With regard to Canadian requests for slot access assurances to Chicago (O'Hare) and 
New York (LaGuardia), the U.S. would establish a base level of slots for Canada 
comprised of the slots currently held by Canadian airlines in the respective seasons at 
O'Hare and at LaGuardia, plus, at no cost, an additional 14 slots to be added to the base 
holdings at LaGuardia and an additional 10 slots at O'Hare to create “the base level” of 
slots. The United States will endeavor to provide these slots ar tirves of the day suitable 
for transborder air service. Current numbers of slots held by Canadian airlines at 
LaGuardia are 28 slots in the summer season and 28 slots in the winter season. Current 
numbers at O'Hare are 26 slots in the sammer season and 22 slots in the winter season. 
Accordingly, based on currently held slots, the base for LaGuardia would be 42 slots in 
the summer and winter seasons, and the base for O'Hare would be 36 for the summer 
season and 32 in the winter season. Should Canadian airlines purchase slots az 
LaGuardia and/or O'Hare prior to the date of signature of the Agreement, those slots 
would be added to the number currently held in calculating the base level for that airport. 
Slots received by a Canadian airline other than by purchase prior to the date of signanire 
of the Agreement would not be added to the number currendy held, but would count 
towards the additional slots to be made available by the U.S. Govemment 


With respect two the base level of slots, during the three year ransitional period, Canadian 
airlines would be able to Jease or sell such slots only to other Canadian airlines. These 
base slots could, however, be traded with any U.S. or Canadian airline far slots at other 
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times at O'Hare or LaGuardia to adjust arrival and departure times to meet transborder » 
service needs. Such base slots would not be subject to withdrawal under the “use it or 
lose it" rules during the three year transition period. At the end of the three year 
transition period, these base slots would be subject to normal non-discriminatory U.S. 
regulations including withdrawal under the “use it or lose it" rules, Canadian base slots 
would not, however, be subject to withdrawal for the purpose of providing a U.S. or 
foreign airline with slots for internadional services or to provide slots for “new entrants.” 


Any slot needs of Canadian airlines above the base levels would be acquired through the 
prevailing system for slot allocation applicable to slots for U.S. domestic operations. 
Slot holdings so acquired would be subject to normal non-disciminatory U.S. 
regularions including “use it or lose it” 


Canadian airlines would be able to monenze slot holdings and, subject to the above 
constraints during the transitional period, would be able to freely buy, sell and trade 
slots. The sale or other disposal of a slot which forms part of the base level would 
permanently modify the base so that neither the airline nor the Government of Canada 
would have a claim to any other time slot to restore the base. Slots acquired above the 
base level and later disposed of would not modify the base however, 


Any U.S. airline authorized to provide transborder services from O'Hare or LaGuardia 
9% would be able to make unconditioned use of any existing or new slot holdings at its 
disposal to operate such services, consistent with U.S, regulation. 


V. ACCESS TO WASHINGTON DC (NATIONAL AIRPORT): 


The U. S. Governments should address existing federal regulatory or policy impediments 
in order to make Washington National available for non-stop services to and from 
Canadian points within the perimeter rule, by U.S. and Canadian airlines, subject to U.S. 
customs and immigration pre-clearance being available at any Canadian point of 
departure to Washington National and subject to the acquisition by Canadian airlines of 
the necessary slots at National under the prevailing rules of buy-sell and minimum use. 


U.S. airlines would not inaugurate non-stop service between National airpart and any 
point in Canada unless and until a Canadian airline inaugurates a non-stop service from 
any point in Canada to Washington National Airport. Following the inauguration of any 
non-stop service by any Canadian airline between any point in Canada and Natonal 
Airport, U.S. airlines would be able to operate any non-stop services between 
Washington National Airport and any point in Canada, subject to the phasc-in limitarions 
set forth in section I on Passenger/Combinarion Route Authorites, above. 


Without prejudice to operations at Washington Nadonal by all U-S. airlines holding 
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existing authority at Washington, at such time as a Canadian airline commences non-stop 
service t© Washington National Airport, any U.S, airline holding authority to operate 
between Balimore and Toronw, with large or small aircraft, would be able to commence 
service with large aircraft from Washington National Airport to Toronto. Upon 
instiqution of Washington Nasonal-Toronto service by a U.S. airline holding authority at 
Balnmore, such inauguration would constitute, and be consistent with, one of the U.S. 
roate entitlements for year two or year three, as follows: If a Canadian airline 
commences non-stop service to Washington National during the first year of the 
agreement, such mauguration of service by the U.S. Baltimore airline would constitute a 
U.S. route endtlement for year two. Should non-stop service by a Canadian airline be 
inidated in year wo, such inauguration of service by the U.S. Baltimore airline would 
constitute a U.S. route entitlement for year three. 


VL PRICING: 


The Agreement would contain an open pricing regime for ransborder services with no 

requirement for filing. Airlines would have the right to match but not to undercut prices 

on services to third countries (fifth and sixth freedom services). Airlines, however, 

would be able to apply far authority to offer lower fares on services to third countries 

and such application would be considered in a noa-discnminatory way under prevailing | 
national mules and policies. @ 


VII, PRE-CLEARANCE IN CANADA BY U.S. FEDERAL INSPECTION 
SERVICES: 


Final resolution of pre-clearance issues should not delay negodaton and implementation 
of a new bilateval air transport agreement, but the two governments should agree to 
discussions, at the request of either party, to deal with the following specific subjects and 
other pre-clearance related matters: 


a) Staffing levels and procedures; 


b) The airlines’ requirement for greater flexibility to Tespond to market needs by 
adjusting schedules at short notice; 


¢) Threshold and other requirements for consideration of new pre-clearance services at 
additional Canadian airports; 
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d) The requirements for and possibility of avoiding Canadian initial clearance of U.S. | 
bound intemational intransit passengers, 


c) Issues affecting U.S. inspection services personnel in the performance of their duties. 


VII. AIRPORT ACCESS: 


Both parties would give sympathetic consideration to representations by the other as to 
problems which may arise in coanection with access to airport facilities by their 
respective airlines, and would endeavor to persuade relevant airport authorities to work 
with affected airlines to find constructive solunons to such problems. 


T&. CODE SHARING: 


The Agreement would permit the sharing of airline codes between Canadian and U.S. 
airlines on all services to points in Canada and the U.S. and in third counrry markets 
provided that the airlines have the underlying route nights. 


Notwithstanding the above, duriag the three ycar transitional period only, the Agreement 
would include a limitation on the number of frequencies on services to and from 
Toronw, Monacal or Vancouver on which U.S. and Canadian airlines would be able to 
carry traffic subject to a contract to carry each other's codes on any sector of a journey 
on which Canadian origin or destination raffic connects to services beyoud U.S. 
gateway points. 


Specifically, for each frequency operated by a U.S. airline to and from Toronto, or 
Monreal, or Vancouver, on a newly authorized route under the Agreement (including 
new services resulting from the operation of paragraphs I 1.a) and b)), a Canadian airline 
would be able to operate, or have its code carried by a U.S. airline parmer, on one 
frequency from that Canadian point to a U.S. gateway in respect of which it contracts 
with a U.S. airline parmer to carry its Canadian code, or contracts to have the U.S. 
airline's code carried on its services on any sector of a journcy which connects to services 
beyond the U.S. gateway point to and from any number of U.S. destinacons served by 
the U.S. oc Canadian airline. 


The transborder frequencies on which such connecring code share traffic could be carried 
to or from Toronto (i.e., traffic ariginaung avdestined to a point behind/beyond the U.S. 
gateway and flown via that gateway to Toronto where the passenger's ticket on any 
sector of that journcy lists an airline other than the one operating the aircraft) would also 
be subject to the same limitation on the use of second year Toronto frequencies to 
increase first year frequencies, and the limitation ar Toronto w four frequencies per 
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airline, per market in year three, as would be applicable to newly authorized U.S. 
airlines. 


Any one Canadian airline could be awarded no more than half of the available code share 
connecting frequencies in any given year at each of Montreal, Toronto and Vancouver 
during the applicable ransitional period. 


U.S. and Canadian airlines would be able to code share for traffic carried solely on the 
transborder segments without limitation provided that both airlines have the underlying 
economic authority to serve the segment. There would also be no limitation on the 
sharing of codes berween Canadian and U.S. airlines on connecting services in Canada 
beyond Toronto to other Canadian points provided that both airlines have the underlying 
fights. 


The Agreement would not include provision for code sharing with airlines of third 
countries but applications would be considered subject to the laws and regulations 
normally applied, and at the discretion of the authorities of each country. 


The Agreement would continue to allow the long-standing exception from the 

requirement for underlying rights in the case of regional stnall aircraft operators who, as 

2 standard practice, use the designator code of the major airline with which they are 

commercially affiliated on domestic operations, including circumstances where the major & 
airline does not have the underlying route right. 


X. CONSULTATION AND DISPUTE RESOLUTION: 


Either party would be able to request consultations on any aspect of the Agreement, and 
both parties should make every effort to arrive as expeditiously as possible at a mutually 
satisfactory resolutioa. 


Dispute resolutioa provisions, to be agreed in the negotiations, would apply with respect 
to the sertlement of all disputes regarding the interpretation or application of the 
Agreement An issue regarding a question of the violation of the Agreement that 
remains anresolved through the consultation provisions of the Agreement could be 
referred to an arbitration panel by either party. 


There would be no prohibition upon cither side resorting to unilateral measures in 
response to a violation of the Agreement, pending arbitration, in accordance with 
principles of intemational law.~ 
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XL SUBJECTS NOT INCLUDED IN THE FRAMEWORK: 


Following a review of these matters, it is the opinion of the personal representatives that, 
given the level of consensus at the last.round of negotiations on December 14, 1992, any 
remaining details should be settled quickly by negodators, and that these subjects should 
not become an obstacle to the expeditious and successful conclusion of negotiations for a 
new bilateral air services agreemcac Hs

This letter is in response to your letter of. October 11, 1994 outlining various concerns 
arising from the National Airports Policy. I apologize for the lateness of this reply, 
however the issues that you raise are both complex and detailed, and required some 
considerable research and discussion to provide an adequate response. 


We are pleased that your opening statement that the policy is seen to provide the 
municipality with the tools to develop Hamilton Airport to its fullest potential is 
clearly in support of the objectives of the policy. 


I would like to take this opportunity to respond to your comments and hopefully help 
in clarifying the policy. The following pertains to each of the comments you make. 


PEARSON AIRPORT vs HAMILTON AIRPORT 


First allow me correct one apparent misunderstanding that appears in this section of 
your letter. You suggest that a CAA at Pearson might be in a position to use revenues 
from the Ticket Tax to offset decreased revenues from another source such as landing 
fees. It is not our intent to provide airports with access to Ticket Tax revenue which is 
presently wholly dedicated to the provision of the National Air Navigation System. 
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Your basic concern that actions taken by the management of Pearson could have 
significant impact on Hamilton Airport is well founded. The National Airports Policy 
however does not include the economic regulation of airports nor the possibility of the 
provision of "protection" of one airport from commercial actions by another such as 
Pearson. The policy instead envisions airports under local control acting in the best 
interests of the community that they serve. 


In the case of Hamilton and Pearson, we would suggest that the respective interests, 
the Pearson CAA and the Regional Municipality of Hamilton Wentworth should work 
together in the best interests of their respective (and clearly overlapping) client 
communities. 


REGULATORY REGIME 


You state that the current bilateral ties Hamilton Airport to Pearson in terms of 
passenger aircraft capacity, and that service to Canadian centres from Hamilton is 
denied by the duopoly of Air Canada and Canadian. 


Under the current bilateral and in particular the Regional, Local and Commuter 
Services (RLCS) Agreement, Hamilton is considered a separate airport from Pearson 
and is not tied to it in terms of passenger aircraft capacity. The RLCS agreement does 
place certain restrictions on routes operated under that agreement, including a 60 seat 
maximum on aircraft. 


The example that you site to illustrate restrictions on aircraft size, that of Toronto- 
Pittsburgh, is somewhat selective and misleading. Delta Airlines is designated to serve 
the Main Agreement route for a U.S. carrier, Pittsburg-Toronto. A similar route for a 
Canadian Carrier, Toronto and/or Hamilton - Pittsburgh is designated to a Canadian 
Regional Airlines (Ontario Express). It is the only route in the Main Agreement that 
specifically mentions Hamilton. This route allows Canadian Regional to operate 
Hamilton to Pittsburgh without any restriction on aircraft size. The reason why USAir 
Express is restricted in its operation to a 19 seat aircraft is because that service 
duplicates a route named in the Main Bilateral Agreement designated to a Canadian 
carrier. Canadian Regional is not presently operating the route and no other Canadian 
carrier has applied to the Minister for the authority to do so. 


A number of applications for Transborder service under the RLCS Agreement have 
been approved without any aircraft capacity restrictions beyond the 60 seat maximum 
even when there was a service to the same U.S. city operated from Pearson. None of 
them are currently being operated. 
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The Bilateral agreement does not of course restrict Canadian carriers from operating 
domestic services to and from Hamilton airport. 


The Canadian government continues to encourage passenger service to Hamilton, but 
it cannot force carriers to operate services that in their opinion are not viable. 


INFRASTRUCTURE 


In your letter you state that it has been the practice of Transport Canada to restrict the 
usefulness of Hamilton Airport by under-constructing the infrastructure. Given that 
Transport Canada has, over the last 10 years, invested some $63 million in capital 
improvements in the airport, we find this statement somewhat at odds with the facts. 
With the exception of Pearson, no other airport in the region has received this level of 
support. 


You also note that there are a number of ways in which the infrastructure can be 
improved with minimal demand on the Federal Treasury. Please be assured that we 
will be happy to assist and cooperate in the implementation of any approaches which 
make reasonable commercial sense. 


EMERGENCY RESPONSE SERVICES 


In accordance with the new ERS Policy, the activity at Hamilton Airport does not 
meet the criteria in support of maintenance of on site ERS services. However,should 
activity increase any time in the future to a level that would require these Services, 
they could be re-instated at that time. 


It should be noted that the Regional Municipality is free to retain these services 
provided that the mutually agreed subsidy reduction targets are met. 


We are pleased that overall you are of opinion that the National Airports Policy 
provides the opportunity for Hamilton Airport to become self sufficient and increase 
its role as an important economic generator for the region. I look forward to working 
with you on the implementation of the policy with respect to Hamilton Airport and to 
a successful and timely transfer of the airport.

3 Subsequent to your presentation at the Transport Canada Negotiations Sub-Committee meeting 
of August 16, 1994, the Hamilton Region Airport Management Board at it’s meeting of 
September 8, 1994 recommended that the Chairman of the Hamilton Region Airport 
Management Board be authorized and directed to send a letter to Transport Canada outlining 
various concerns arising from the National Airports Policy. 


The National Airports Policy provides an opportunity for Hamilton Airport to develop to its 
fullest potential. This airport has the good fortune to be located where it not only can serve its 
local metropolitan community but the entire Niagara Peninsula plus the Guelph, Cambridge and 
Kitchener/Waterloo regions. It is also close enough to Toronto Pearson Airport to provide 
alternative services to the Greater Toronto Area. In fact a large part of the revenue stream for 
Hamilton Airport comes from large freight aircraft operated by the courier companies, Federal 
Express, United Parcel Service and Purolator Courier Ltd. Almost all of the cargo carried by 
these companies’ aircraft originates from or is destined for sort centres in the Metropolitan 
Toronto area. Another key part of the business is provided by Canadian Air Cargo and various 
charter operators providing cargo and passenger service, such as for the Toronto Blue Jays and 
other sports teams, all destined for Toronto. The primary reason for all of these Toronto area 
service companies using Hamilton airport is its lack of curfew in contrast to the strict night time 
limitations on the use of Pearson.

PEARSON AIRPORT vs HAMILTON AIRPORT 


The National Airports Policy gives the opportunity for Pearson airport to come under the control 
of a Canadian Airport Authority (CAA) and hence develop to the limits of its potential. The 
growth of Pearson is seen as a positive development for Hamilton Airport because increased 
activity and congestion at Pearson helps to make Hamilton Airport an attractive alternative. 
However if Pearson is permitted to use its tremendous economic power to attract business away 
from Hamilton then it will be impossible to compete. An example of this power could be the 
use of a ticket tax on passengers; even $1.00 per departing person raises $10 million per year. 
If the revenues from ticket tax were used as a revenue replacement for landing fee reductions 
then Pearson would be able to offer that as an incentive to draw business from Hamilton. As 
landing fees are a key part of Hamilton revenue and as its passenger flow is low, then the effect 
Is readily apparent. If Pearson were to change its curfew regime to permit Stage 3, or future 
Stage 4 aircraft at night, it would have a devastating effect on Hamilton. At this time the 
revenue base at Hamilton is fragile because of the dependence on the Toronto market. Until 
Hamilton is able to build a solid revenue base, primarily through increased passenger operations 
to overcome the dependence on freight operations, it will be necessary to provide some sort of | 
protection from unfair commercial actions by Pearson. 


REGULATORY REGIME 


The announced change in the regulatory regime will assist in cutting costs at Hamilton Airport. 
That plus revenue enhancement should permit a move towards self sufficiency in the time frames 
proposed for phase out of subsidies. However, if the business is to be properly developed it will 
be necessary to expend promotional and development funds far in excess of that presently being 
done. Recent surveys show that 35 percent of the local Hamilton population does not even know 
that Hamilton Airport exists. Airlines, travel agents, and the travelling public need to be made 
aware of the changes and new opportunities at the airport. Hamilton Airport requires a budget 
of approximately $500,000 per year over the next three years to begin to counter the adverse 
publicity that has been associated with the airport over the past ten years and to develop a 
positive "image” for the airport and an understanding of the services offered. 


There is a key part of the regulatory regime that is not covered in the National Airports Policy. 
‘hat is the bilateral air agreement with the United States. The current bilateral ties Hamilton 
irport to Pearson in terms of passenger aircraft Capacity. In essence, if an American city is 
-~tved by a direct flight from Pearson then a service from Hamilton Airport to that same 
American city is restricted to an aircraft with no more than 20 passenger seats. In other words, 
it is not the business demand that drives the type of equipment but an artificial protective device 
for a Pearson airline. Delta serves Pittsburgh with large jet aircraft from Pearson thus US Air 
Express is restricted to serving the Hamilton/Pittsburgh route with a 20 seat turboprop. 
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Hamilton Airport cannot develop routes into the States with one arm tied behind its back as is 
now the case. In addition, service to Canadian centres from Hamilton is denied by the duopoly 
of Air Canada and Canadian who require the people and businesses of the Hamilton-Wentworth 
region and surrounds to travel to Pearson rather than use the local airport. Transport Canada 
Statistics show that 14.1% of Pearson passenger traffic originates from or is destined for the 
Hamilton Airport catchment area; a total of almost 3 million people annually. 


INFRASTRUCTURE 


It has been the practice of Transport Canada to restrict the usefulness of Hamilton Airport by 
under-constructing the infrastructure. The main runway is only 8000 feet when at least 9500 
feet is required by the current operators at the airport let alone new ones that might be attracted. 
The latest constructed taxiway, in 1993, has a width of 19 m rather than the 23 m required for 
latest generation aircraft. Its weight bearing strength was under designed and only built to the 
required specification through concerted political action. There has been an immediate pay back 
in that the taxiway increased business to the degree that the incremental costs of the extra 
strength will be recovered in a matter of months through enhanced landing fee revenues. If 
Hamilton Airport is to build its business it must have the infrastructure in place to meet the 
demonstrated demand. There are ways of achieving this that may create a minimal demand on 
the treasury, but, Transport Canada co-operation will be required to make it so. 


EMERGENCY RESPONSE SERVICES 


One of the keys to the financial success of Hamilton Airport is the build-up of scheduled 
passenger services. Discussions with various airlines at this time indicate interest, in some 
cases, strong interest, in establishing Hamilton service. However, the removal of ERS funding 
as of 31 March, 1995 has a negative impact in attracting airlines. Therefore, it is proposed that 
the ERS funding situation not be finally decided until the Hamilton service airline situation is 
more fully developed. 


In conclusion, the National Airports Policy provides the opportunity for Hamilton Airport to 
become self sufficient and an important economic generator for the region but support and 
assistance will be required during the transition. We are pleased to be first off the mark on this 
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and hope that we can be a showcase for the new federal policy. If further information is

SUBJECT: AIRPORT HISTORY 


BACKGROUND: 


It seems appropriate that whenever "new" members are appointed to 
this Board that some form of historical perspective should be 
provided to them so that they may familiarize themselves with the 
pastehistoryeorethis: Airport. 


The attached history is an informative document, albeit somewhat 
succinct and dated. However, it does serve aS a reasonably 
accurate starting point for this purpose. 
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DESTINATIONS & 
History of Hamilton Airport 


Hamilton Airport was opened in October 1940 as a 
Wartime Air Force Training Station. The genesis of 
Hamilton Airport typifies the facilities constructed 
across Canada early in World War II to meet the 
needs of the British Commonwealth Air Training 
Plan. . 

The Airport was originally designed an used for 
flight training. What is now known as Hamilton 
Airport was built by the Department of National 
Defence in 1940 for the operation of #10 Elementary 
Flight Training School 
(#10.E.F.T.S). This was 
operated by the Hamilton 
Flying Club under contract 
with the Department of 
National Defence, who had 
given the Flying Club move- 
ment in Canada and the task 
of carrying out “Ab Initio” or 
Pilot training. In 1943 National 
Defense moved #10 E.F.T.S to 
Pendleton Airport near Ottawa. 
Hamilton Airport also known as 
Mount Hope was then tumed 
over to the RAF as one of their 
Canadian flying bases. Late in 
1944 the RAF ceased activity 
and the RCAF established a 
wireless school using Tiger Moth aircraft. 

When World War II ended in 1945, Mount Hope 
became inactive until the spring of 1946. The Hamil- 
ton Flying Club held the airport licence from Trans- 
port Canada and managed the day to day affairs of 
the airport. Currently the Hamilton Flying Club 
continues to operate out ot Hangar # One, providing 
basic and advanced aircraft training, service, 
maintenance and aircraft storage. 

Peninsulair Ltd President Glen White ( long time 
resident at the Hamilton Airport ) was the Airport 
Manager from 1950 to 1969. Peninsulair was first 
established in 1946 as a flight school at the old 
Hamilton Airport near Red Hill Creek. When that 
airport closed, Peninsulair moved to Mount Hope and 
assisted with keeping things operational. At that time 
hangar #2 was the airline terminal and the Canada 
Customs office was located at Peninsulair. 

- Peninsulair now operates an M.O.T. approved 
flight training school, has “charter aircraft dedicated 
to air ambulance emergency service, aircraft 

maintenance and offers aviation fuel 

In the period between 1945 and 1963, a gradual 
uncoordinated transition from military establishment 
to a public facility occurred. Responsibility for the

operation and maintenance of the facility involved ‘ 
federal, local and private organizations. In 1963, 
D.N.D. declared Hamilton Airport at Mount Hope 

surplus to its needs and D.O.T. assumed ownership G 
and control.. 

In 1952, the City of Hamilton applied for the licence 
and by the mid 1950's about one-third of aircraft 
movements were military (including light cargo) while 
the remainder were predominantly local general 
aviation. 

In 1961, Nordair established a scheduled “Seaway 
Route” using Dart Hearalds and DC-3's but abandoned 
it in 1962 due to lack of traffic. 

In 1967, an agreement was 
reached whereby the City of 
Hamilton would assume 
responsibility for the mainte- 
nance and operation of the 
airport, and D.O.T. would 
provide, maintain and 
operate a D.O.T. control 
tower and navigational aids. 
Since that time, Transport 
_ Canada has supported the air 
operation through direct 
subsidy to cover any operating 
deficits and by upgrading 
certain facilities to ensure 
continuity of the airport role 
within acceptable operating 

standards. 

In 1968, Nordair as a result of an invitation from the 
City of Hamilton, established a commercial air service 
at Hamilton and obtained authority for a Hamilton- 
Montreal and Hamilton-Pittsburgh service which was 
inaugurated in May 1969. 

In 1972, the Transport Minister announced that the 
government would take immediate steps to upgrade 
existing airport facilities in Southwestem Ontario and 
continue studies to determine the long-term require- 
ments of the area as a whole. 

Because immediate improvements would require the 
construction of a new runway, strong public opposition 
emerged over concern for potentially disruptive social 
and environmental impacts. 

In addition, a review of passenger demand estimates 
indicated that an unexpected increase over previous 
forecasts would neccessitate a complete upgrading of 
the passenger handling facilities. 

The Minister directed that a study be undertaken to 
determine the best location for the provision of facili- 
ties to service the needs of the Hamilton-Niagara area. 
The study began in early 1975 and two committees, 
the Citizens Adhoc Advisory Committee and the Inter- 
governmental Technical Coordinating Committee, 
were established to ensure relevant public input and 


coordination with various governments, federal 
departments, and agencies. 

The initial phase of the study, four concepts were 
identified for the development of the existing site and 
five alternative sites for a new airport for the Hamilton 
area were researched using the following criteria: 

- engineering/technical factors - air traffic services 


- telecommunications - airspace 

- civil engineering - Environment 

- social/economic consideration - agricultural impact 
- ecology and air quality - noise/displacement 


- ground access considerations - cost 

Subsequent reports by the Ad Hoc Advisory Com- 
mittee, and Transport Canada (with the Intergovernmen- 
tal Committee's election to provide technical recommenda- 
tions to Transport Canada) leaned in favour of improve- 
ments to the existing site. 

In July of 1980, the expansion program to be under- 
taken was announced. This planned expansion was to 
consist of ; 

i] construction of a new 2,440 m x 60 m 

[8,000' x 200') east-west runway 
ii) new and improved taxiways 
iii) an expanded passenger aircraft apron 
iv) new car parking facilities 
v) mew passenger access roadway to the terminal 
vi) expanded air terminal building, and 
vii) other related airport services, i... new firehall, 
emergency equipment, electrical, water and sewage 
services. 

In order to commence construction of the new 
Tunway, additional property was required to be pur- 
chased by the Crown. This involved the expropriation 
of various properties on Glencaster Road, Southcote 
Road and a property on #6 Highway. 

Construction of the project began in the fall of 1981 
and was scheduled to be completed in the early part of 
1986. 

Construction began with the expansion of the passen- 
ger aircraft apron and the remaining projects were 
' Staggered throughout the term. 

The runway configuration previous to the expansion 
consisted of three runways in a triangular pattern 
common to military air bases during wartime. 

The groundside which was designed in a rectangular 
grid, was comprised of a network of military barracks, 
administration buildings, workshops, and hangars, 
some of which are still functional and are being used 
for airport related uses. 

One of these runways, (06/24}was lengthened to 
6,000 feet and equipped with a Non-CAT ILS system 
and low-intensity approach lights. This was our main 
runway until the completion of the expansion project. 

The addition of our new east-west 8,000 foot runway 
12L/30R complete with the improved visual and 
electronic navigational aids, enhances our capability of 
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attracting larger aircraft and importantly, the reliability 
of their use. 

The new Air Terminal Building, completed in late 
1985 is triple the size of the previous one. This should - 
enable us to process an estimated 450,000 passengers 
per year at an acceptable level of service. 

Hamilton and area residents have been interested in 
aviation since 1911. 

The first airport in the Hamilton area was opened in 
1926. It was a privately owned airport named Elliott 
Field on Beach Road. It was designated as an “air 
harbour” and housed the Hamilton Aero Club and a 
flight school whose graduates included Eileen Vollick, 
Canada's first woman pilot. 

The second airport with two hard surface runways 
housing several commercial operations, was opened 
by the city of Hamilton near Red Hill Creek. By 1931 
the airport was equipped for night flying. A civil 
aviation report from that year stated, “Hamilton Airport 
is owned by the City, which has spent $300,000 on its devel- 
opment without assistance from the government... With the 
exception of Vancouver, no city has made a larger invest- 
ment in aviation.” This facility remained in operation 
until the transition to the already built military airfield 
at Mount Hope for public use occurred. ~ 

The interest and support by the Corporation of the 
City of Hamilton continues and includes the Regional 
Mnicipality of Hamilton-Wentworth. 

As such, a continual effort to attract new airlines, 
passenger and/or cargo has been implemented through 
a strategic marketing plan. 

The advantages to this could be enormous, not only 
for the assurances of economic stability, but to the 
residents within the radius of the airport, referred to as 
the “Catchment Area” (estimated to be approximately 1.2 
million people) for the convenience of far more acces- 
sible air travel. 

While it is natural that such a project could cause 
concern for the quality of the environment in its 
vicinity, steps have been taken to ensure that the take 
off procedures would create a minimum of noise 
impact on the immediate surrounding area. This with 
the advent of quieter airplanes will ensure that the 
airport will remain a good neighbour. 

As an example of the growth potential and employ- 
ment generating ability, Gatwick Airport employment 
figures rose from 5,000 employees to 30,000 in 10 
years. Transport Canada has a rule of thumb, by 
which each job created at an airport creates 3 more in 
the neighbourhood. With such a potential, it is impor- 
tant that the people of Hamilton-Wentworth Region, 
the City of Hamilton realize and the rest of Canada

AS you are aware the situation with regards to the residences vs. the Mount Hope airport has 
been a problem for sometime. 

However in the past year the airport has increased their marketing efforts to the dismay of the 
people living in the area, but of course not to the officials that feel they are generating revenue. 
Every half hour during the night these heavy freight planes fly directly over my Mother Mrs. 
Ann Suggetts house. In the middle of the night she cant even watch TV or listen to the radio 
because of the noise. On January 18th at 4 o'clock in the morning four planes within a half hour 
came over the house. 


My wither is the one and only house located on the flight path. The noise reaches far beyond 
the excepted decibel levels. My mother is unable to Sleep at night and the lights from the planes 
actually light up her bedroom.

Accompanying this letter is a list of close neighbours who 
are completely “fed up" with the constant noise and disruptions 
caused by night flights of aircraft from the Hamilton Airport. 


The noise of departing and arriving aircraft roaring hear 
our homes is causing unnecessary sleep loss and stress. In turn, 
this lack of sleep affects our daytime functions; overly tired, 
poor concentration and irritability are only a few of the 
problems. 


Some of these residents are school teachers, others are 
retirees, and still others have increasing health problems. To 
overcome the noise nuisance residents have resorted to; leaving a 
radio on all night, taking frequent out-of-town trips, and 
sleeping from 6 a.m. until noon when the airport traffic is 
minimal. One visiting ex-resident of Hamilton Drive preferred to 
stay at the Comfort Inn on Centennial Drive, Stoney Creek, rather 
than lodge nearby and contend with the possibility of having an 
‘aircraft’ interrupted sleep.

BACKGROUND: 


Noise control at airports is a combination of ground procedures, aircraft operating procedures 
and flight path restrictions. The noise abatement procedures at Hamilton Airport are outlined 
in the enclosed excerpt (Appendix A) from the Canada Air Pilot, a Transport Canada publication 
that has the force of law under the Aeronautics Act. These procedures identify the restricted 
hours of operation as between 11:00 PM and 07:00 AM. During these restricted hours aircraft 
operating procedures as described in the document are in effect. Enforcement of violations of 
these procedures is the responsibility of Transport Canada. 


In practical terms users of Hamilton Airport are sensitive to the concerns of the community and 
strictly adhere to the noise control procedures. Aviation is their livelihood and they have no 
interest in flouting the law thus incurring not only punitive action but further restrictions on their 
operation. Airport management has found in all discussions with airline authorities a keen 
interest in co-operating on noise control issues. Any inquiries are promptly answered and 
reminders to aircraft operating crews are readily issued. A common complaint on noise issues 
has been a perceived failure of aircraft on departure from Runway 30R to proceed to the ALFA 
beacon at Duff’s Corners before proceeding on course. Airport management regularly monitor 
this departure route and no violations have been detected to date. 


A record of noise complaints received on the noise control line and directly to airport staff is 
attached (Appendix B). The increase in calls first noted at April, 1994 is related to the increase 
in courier aircraft activity and other freight aircraft operations. Some of the calls are repetitive 
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in nature in that it has been the habit of some callers to object to each overflight on each day 
or night. For example, in the month of January, 1995 of the 36 calls received, 20 of them came 
from the same 4 people. Each call is reviewed and investigated if necessary and call backs are 
made to noise line callers as circumstances require and permit. 


Federal regulations expected to come into effect later this year mandate a conversion of aircraft 
fleets from the existing noise emission standards to those limits set out in Chapter 3 of ICAO 
documentation in this matter or the Stage 3 noise limits of the United States Federal Aviation 
Regulations. These Chapter 3/Stage 3 manufactured or modified aircraft are significantly quieter 
than the existing Chapter 2 aircraft. Most of the heavy freight aircraft using Hamilton Airport 
only meet Chapter 2 noise emission standards. Under the new federal regulations aircraft fleets 
are to contain a maximum number of Chapter 2 aeroplanes as 75% of the fleet by December 31, 
1995, 50% by December 31, 1997, 25% by December 31, 1999. After April 1, 2002 no person 
shall conduct operations with an aeroplane to or from an aerodrome in Canada unless the 
aeroplane is a Chapter 3 aeroplane. 


Before the summer season a meeting will be convened by Airport management with the Chief 
Pilots of the airlines, Transport Canada staff and local Control Tower officials to review the 
noise control procedures and to sensitize all attending to the importance of this issue to the 
airport’s neighbours.

Between 2300 hours to 0700 hours local time, consistent with safety of operations, pilots should 
select runways in the following order of priority:

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Over the past ten years many changes have occurred with regard to the management 
and operation of the Hamilton Airport. Most significant of these was the creation of 
the joint Airport Management Board which has permitted citizen involvement in the 
policy development process for the airport. Growth of business and the resulting 
economic benefits for the community has been the objective sought in making the 
changes in operations at the airport. 


While some success has been achieved, and the operating deficit reduced, events 
associated with the National Airports Policy have now cast a sense of urgency over the 
rationalization of the future of Hamilton Airport: 


. Transport Canada will begin on April 1, 1995 to dismantle 
its involvement in, and financial support of, Hamilton 
Airport over a five year period. 


Pearson International is proceeding with its mandate as 
one of 26 major airports to be fully supported by the 
Federal Government, and hopes to develop and finalize its 
business plan within the year -- with or without Hamilton’s 
involvement on its Board. 


i Management of Pearson Airport is being turned over to the 
Greater Toronto Region Airport Authority (GTRAA) 


The window of opportunity for Hamilton Airport is fleeting at best. Local authorities 
and business leaders must act now to focus on a clear and realistic vision for the 
Airport’s future. 


RECOMMENDATION #1 


That a fully autonomous ownership structure be designed for Hamilton 
Airport which is able to draw political support from all regions serviced by 
the airport namely Hamilton-Wentworth, Niagara, Haldimand-Norfolk, Brant 
County and perhaps Halton. 


That the County of Brant, City of Brantford, the Haldimand-Norfolk Region, 
Niagara and Halton Region citizens and businesses be invited to be involved 
with the promoton of Hamilton Airport through mechanisms which could 
encourage direct participation in the new management structure. 


Current discussions at a Regional and Federal level appear to be leaning towards a 
Regional take over of ownership of Hamilton Airport. The Chamber is concerned 
about the risks associated with total Regional control and funding of Hamilton Airport

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=) and believes that private sector participation is even more critical to its’ successful 
operation given the redirection in federal support. 


As the representative body of a broad spectrum of the Hamilton area business 
community, the Chamber has been an advocate of an economically-viable and 
financially-sound regional airport at the head of Lake Ontario. With the Federal 
Government’s announcement of its intent to relinquish ownership of 100 or more local 
airports the ultimate disposition of the ownership and management of Hamilton 
Airport needs to be resolved. 


The Chamber suggests that the Region has an opportunity to build some coalitions 
with other regions and cities close to us to develop a structure for the Airport that 
could counter balance the dominance of the GTRAA in the Southern Ontario Air 
Strategy picture. 


Recommendation #2: 


The Hamilton and District Chamber of Commerce recommends that 
Hamilton Airport’s ownership/management team actively co-operate with its 
counterpart at Pearson’s GTRAA to strike a workable balance between local 
prions and those of the greater regional air transport system: moreover, 
> that Hamilton at the very least, take Its seat on the GTRAA. 


The Chamber submits that one key initiative that is absolutely critical to the future 
survival of Hamilton Airport will be its ability to find some clearly defined and 
mutually advantageous accommodation with Pearson’s GTRAA including some 
measure of integrated planning in the very near future. 


Under the National Airports Policy, the management of Pearson International Airport 
is being redesigned. Airport management will answer to a Greater Toronto Regional 
Airport Authority (GTRAA) comprised, for the most part of representatives appointed 
by area Regional municipalities. We have*been told by Mr. Steve Shaw, Director of 
Strategic Planning for Pearson International Airport that a seat on Pearson’s board 
has been reserved for a Hamilton regional representative due to its’ close proximity, 
however the Region, to date, has declined to accept this overture. 


This is significant; indeed, it has become a critical issue now that Hamilton Airport 
has been included among the 100+ local airports scheduled to be excluded from 
Federal Government direct funding over the next five years. 


In the meantime, Transport Canada has undertaken another study - The South 
Ontario Area Airports Study (SOAAS), due to be released in the spring 1995, which 
2 will examine a full range of options for meeting long term aviation needs in South 
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Central Ontario. The end result of this study will be a system - wide plan for 
managing expected demand well into the next century. As well as Hamilton, 18 
airports and the Pickering site have been included in the study. 


RECOMMENDATION #3 
That the ultimate management structure be established with the means to 
look at the opton of calling for a Request For Proposal for private sector 
operation of Hamilton Airport. 


The Hamilton Community has a long record of support for growth and development 


at Hamilton Airport. The Chamber supports this record and objective. To achieve 


this goal the airport needs to be operated with a focus upon providing the services 
necessary to attract airport business. Less political involvement with the Airport 
operation from all levels of government may facilitate this objective. 


The Chamber supports reduction of government subsidies, reduction of government 
debt and deficits and development of private/public sector partnerships for delivery 
of public services, including airport services. Similar agreements have recently been 
adopted and pursued by The Region in other fields and the airport appears to be a 
very good opportunity to seek specialized management expertise as well. The time 
to pursue this option is in the design of the new operation. 


RECOMMENDATION #4 


Since a key competitive element for the Hamilton Airport is 24 hour access 
provisions, a “Good Neighbour Environmental Impact Strategy" should be 
developed with input by businesses and affected residents to incorporate 
provisions for environmental concerns. 


A recent Hamilton Airport Strategy study by outside consultants suggests that 
Hamilton Airport could become profitable“’s early as 1998 and be earning as much as 
$4.8 million dollars a year by the year 2000. The study states that operating budgets 
will have to be increased for additional marketing and other capital expenses to 
accommodate the expected growth - as much as $60 million dollars in capital and $0.5 
million dollars per year in marketing. 


The Airport Strategy Plan also hinged on several key decisions which could affect the 
business operation of the Airport: 


1) whether or not Pearson will attempt to have its nightly 
curfew lifted; 
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2) whether or not Hamilton Airport will have a nightly curfew 
imposed on it; 


3) whether or not changes to the current Open Skies initiative 
will encourage more regional and Canada/U.S. traffic to 
service Hamilton with larger aircraft; 


4) whether or not specific blocks of commercial, charter and 
corporate traffic ought to be rerouted to Hamilton as an 
alternative to the further expansion of Pearson 


The Chamber submits that environmental concerns relating to the expansion and 
growth of the Airport are critical concerns which must be addressed in order to 
maintain its’ competitive advantage as a 24 hour facility. 


RECOMMENDATION #5 


That Regional, Provincial and Federal political representatives of the area 
be enlisted to influence the Open Skies implementation that will encourage 
more carriers, larger aircraft, and greater market potential for Hamilton 


Airport 
Balance of Service 


The Chamber is concerned that the development of a well-balanced mix of air traffic 
for Hamilton will not be part of the final plan. Such a plan should include: 


- larger jet carriers providing cargo and freight operations and service 
and charter operations and service 

- regional carriers supporting commuter traffic and additional links to 
hub and spoke operations using mid-size jets 

- light commercial and corporate carriers to support light cargo, local 

charters

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CONCLUSION 


The members of the Hamilton and District Chamber of Commerce have the same 
goals as those of Regional Council - to see the growth and development of Hamilton 
Airport as a cornerstone in our community’s economic foundation. 


We pledge the Chamber’s co-operation and support to a process that will look at the 
manner in which the Management and Ownership Structure of Hamilton Airport can 
be brought into conformity with the objectives of the community for growth and 
economic benefit. Given the stated plans of the federal government to divest the 
airport the time for all of us in the community to work together at a permanent 
solution to this process is now. 


We understand that the Region has struck a special committee to look at the process 
for acquisition and management of the airport. We request that the options that we 
are proposing be given consideration in this deliberation and The Chamber would be 
prepared to assist in the study activity if desired by Council.

FINANCIAL/STAFFING/LEGAL IMPLICATIONS: 


Funding for this position will be made available through the 1995 Operations & Maintenance 
Budget (Transport Canada). 


It is essential to create this new contracted Security Services Officer position for the Hamilton 
Airport in order that this employee receives all the necessary Transport Canada training and 
screening qualifications in order to carry out security related activities. 


We are currently working with our Human Resources Centre in setting up this contract position. 
BACKGROUND: 


A Security Services Officer is required at the Airport to supervise the contracted security 
service, train new security officers, issue security passes, test drivers and issue Airside Vehicle 
Operator Permits and serve as a spare security guard. 


The requirements of this position has in the past been carried out by the supervisor of the 
Canadian Corps of Commissionaires which were contracted to provide security services at the 
airport. The contract has now been awarded to another security services firm and these duties 
forementioned must be accomplished without compromising the security at the airport. This 
position is one of great importance and somewhat specialized as the incumbent must receive 
required training and instruction for site specific requirements and Transport Canada 
requirements alike. There is a considerable amount of time needed to ensure that the incumbent 
understands and may train staff and advise on the technical and related issues related to 
Transport Canada Aerodrome Security Measures. 


The work requires an indepth knowledge of acts, regulations, policies, standards and guidelines 
supporting the National Airport Security Program. The incumbent must maintain a 
comprehensive working knowledge, to the degree shown, of the following acts, regulations, 
policies and standards in order to provide timely and functional advice to the Manager of 
Emergency and Security Services; 


- Aeronautics Acts - working knowledge 


: Aerodrome Security Regulations with Notice of Approved Security Measures - 
significant knowledge 


- Air Carrier Security Regulations with Notice of Approved Security Measures - 
significant knowledge 


- Airport Traffic Regulations - significant knowledge

BACKGROUND: 

The Region has been requested by The Hamilton International Air Show Foundation for 
permission from the Board to hold their Annual World Class Event which will be held June 17 
and 18, 1995. | 

An Agreement between the Regional Municipality of Hamilton-Wentworth and The Hamilton 
International Air Show Foundation will be prepared by the Legal Services Department 


authorizing the applicant to use Hamilton Airport for setting up, holding and dismantling the Air 
Show from June 1 to 23, 1995 as has been done each year. 


A. DIRECTORS’ LIABILITY 


With respect to Directors’ and Officers’ Insurance Liability, the Agreement remains structured 
in the same fashion as achieved during negotiations and finalization of the Operating Agreement 
for 1993 and continued for 1994. 


It is important to note that, as part of the compromise achieved in 1993, the Region has agreed 
to limit any claims for directors’ negligence to the extent as would be covered by the Directors’ 
and Officers’ Insurance Liability Policy which is in the amount of ONE MILLION DOLLARS 
CANADIAN ($1,000,000.00 Canadian). Accordingly, the same arrangement applies this year 
as was the case last year. 


B. STANDARD INSURANCE 


The Applicant must provide and maintain a policy of liability insurance from an insurer to cover 
all claims for public liability of death, personal injury, or property damage, arising from the 
holding of the Air Show with coverage of not less than TWELVE MILLION DOLLARS 
($12,000,000.00) CANADIAN FUNDS for each occurrence. 


C: PARTICIPANTS 


That Applicant shall also ensure that each participant in the Air Show during the Air Show has 
a public liability insurance policy insuring against personal injury, death, and property damage, 
in the amount not less than ONE MILLION DOLLARS ($1,000,000) for each occurrence and 
shall provide the Airport General Manager with proof of such insurance policies in the form of 
a certificate of insurance no later than the 9th day of June, 1995 for approval. 


D. PYROTECHNICS 


With respect to pyrotechnics coverage, the same wording achieved with respect to last year’s 
agreement has been maintained and coverage in the amount of ONE MILLION DOLLARS IN 
UNITED STATES CURRENCY ($1,000,000.00 U.S.) is provided for with respect to 
pyrotechnic liability coverage relating to the Air Show and any promotional events preceding the 
Air Show. 


E. SUBMISSION OF POLICIES 


If the Applicant fails to submit the policies, or fails to obtain the Region’s approval for the 
policies, the Region in its sole discretion, shall be at liberty to revoke approval of the holding 
of the Air Show in whole or in part without recourse or claim by The Hamilton International 
Air Show Foundation or by anyone else claiming to be affected thereby. 


F. WRITTEN PLANS AND ARRANGEMENTS 


The Applicant must provide the Airport General Manager, at least four weeks in advance of the 
Air Show, written plans and arrangements for the Air Show to be approved by the Airport 
General Manager, setting out the Air Show activities, and its operations plans before, during and 
after the Air Show, including its safety, emergency, disaster control and security plans for the 
Air Show and its measures to minimize interference without disruption of the Airport’s tenants 
and Airport users before, during and after the Air Show. 


The Applicant should, at all times, keep the Airport General Manager fully informed of the 
Applicant’s plans for the Air Show and of the operation and status of the Air Show and shall 
notify him immediately of any proposed changes and plans for the Air Show which changes shall 
not be effective until the approval of the Airport General Manager has been provided. 


G. ADVANCE PROMOTIONAL EVENTS 


The Hamilton International Air Show Foundation is required to give the Airport General 
Manager at least ten days’ notice for any advance promotional events provided that no such 
event can be held unless the Hamilton International Air Show Foundation has the prior written 
approval of the Airport General Manager and unless the Hamilton International Air Show 
Foundation has provided to the Airport General Manager satisfactory proof that the proper 
insurance for the event is in place. 


H. LIST OF AIRCRAFT 


The Applicant must provide directly to the Airport General Manager, by no later than June 1, 
1995, a complete list of all aircraft and their owners which The Hamilton International Air Show 
Foundation has invited to attend at or participate in the said Air Show together with the 
insurance policies and certificates evidencing the Public Liability Insurance required with respect

to participants, and shall update the list as required for all aircraft and owners attending or 
participating in the Air Show which update shall contemporaneously include the corresponding 
insurance policies and certificates. As required by the policies of Transport Canada, owners of 
aircraft not so listed will be charged aircraft parking fees by the Region. 


lt ASSISTANCE 


We will assist the Air Show organization using airport maintenance staff if it does not entail 
overtime. Any ERS (Emergency Response Services) or maintenance staff overtime must be paid 
for by The Hamilton International Air Show. 


J. CANCELLATION 


If the Applicant fails to comply with this agreement or with the conditions contained in this 
agreement, including the time requirements set out herein, including the approvals required from 
the Airport General Manager, then the Airport General Manager, on behalf of the Region may 
immediately, upon written notice to The Hamilton International Air Show Foundation revoke the 
Region’s approval for the holding of the Air Show, without recourse or claim by The Hamilton 
International Air Show Foundation for any damages resulting therefrom, nor by anyone else 
claiming to be affected thereby having regard to some of the problems that were encountered 
at the 1993 Air Show which were outlined by way of correspondence from the Airport General 
Manager to the representatives of the Air Show Foundation in the event problems of this nature 
are encountered once again this year, there may be a possibility of cancellation where the 
circumstances justify such cancellation having regard to matters of public safety and airport 
security.

As you will be aware, Environment Canada is withdrawing its 
SUpPOLE Olwehe magonity Of its local weather offices across the 
country. This will mean either closure or privatization. 


The Hamilton weather office at Mount Hope is one of the 
larger of the local stations and serves quite a wide variety of 
urban and rural needs which are quite specific to the Hamilton 
area. it stands as good a chance as any of finding a way to pay 
its own way. 


With that in mind, I wonder if your department might 
consider continuing to use the station for airport weather 
forecasting on a fee-for-service basis rather than investing in 
an automatic weather observation station (AWOS). The latter is 
very expensive technology, and will require at least some annual 
upkeep.

BACKGROUND: 


As directed by our Regional Finance Department that all departments prepare a "1994 YEAR 
END BUDGET VARIANCE REPORT" for March 1995 Standing Committees, Hamilton 
Airport’s 1994 Year End Budget Exception Report is being forwarded to this Board. 


The Committee of the Whole at its meeting of March 9, 1994 and Regional Council at it meeting 
of April 5, 1994 approved both the Airport’s Subsidized and Non-subsidized Budgets. 


It is necessary to note that although the Subsidized Airport Budget was approved by Regional 
Council, the Airport General Manager’s office was still in negotiations on the budget with 
Transport Canada until September 1994. With the increased activities at Hamilton Airport, 
adjustments were required in both expenditures and revenues. Transport Canada advised that 
final approval had been granted at a subsidy level of $642,470, comprised of Operation & 
Maintenance (O & M) expenditures of $1,938,700 and revenues of $1,296,230. 


Although Transport Canada had submitted to the Region the total subsidy amount of $642,470 
during 1994, the airport only required $630,874. Transport Canada’s overpayment of $11,596 
will be applied to the 1995 Airport Subsidy, as in previous years. The Year End Budget 
Exception report for the Subsidizable Budget is attached for your information.

The above figures do not include the Hamilton-Wentworth portion of the airport budget (Non- 
subsidized Airport Budget) which is a total of $165,800, with a net cost of $99,300, when 


revenues are taken into account.

Section I: BACKGROUND 


An airport has traditionally been an instrument of public planning with the full cost of its 
development and cxpansion programs financed throug government revenues. The relationship has 


been poor for both the taxpayers and the travelling public. 


Until recently, governments did not attempt to recover their airport's capital or operating costs. 
Toronto's Lester B. Pearson International Airport made an operating profit. But beyond Pearson, 
it maitered little to the federal government whether other Transport Canada airports were profitable. 
There are several inter-related reasons why Canada's air transport infrastructure has failed to be self. 


sufficicnt, beginning with how airports are perccived in this country. 


The government and the gencral public still view airports as an extension of national policy, despite 
the fact that private owners dominate the airlines and most of the airport service industry (aircraft 
handlers, passenger processors, terminal building retail outlets and air cargo facilities). This view 
of airports emphasizes levels of service and economic spin-offs to the community above the costs 
associated with operating the airport. As a policy instrument, an airport, no matter how unprofitable 


it might be, subjects local politicians and the government to public opposition over service cuts or 


closure. 


A second reason why Canada's airport system has not been cost effective is Transport Canada's 
highly centralized management structure. Professor Rigas Doganis of the ‘Iransport Studies Group 
at the Polytechnic of Central London described Canada as "an extreme example of direct government 


operation of airports."' Until 1992, when the federal government began to slowly decentralize

Canada's airport system by leasing airports to local autho 
Authorities), decisions for 150 Transport Canada owned, operated and subsidized airports were made 
by the Department's central Airports Authority Group (AAG). By comparison, airports among 
Canada's G7 partners are already decentralized and are owned and operated by local or regional 


airport authorities, the private sector or a combination of the two. 


in its 1992 final report, the Royal Commission on National Transportation wrote that, "the 
institutional record [of Canadian airport management] over the last two decades has proven that the 
bureaucratic environment was not conducive to the pursuit of economic efficiency in the running of 


existing, or the building of new [airport] facilities." 


Finally, the costs associated with building and operating Canada's air transport infrastructure have 


never been linked to revenues generated by the system. If such a link had existed, it might have 


prevented the type of politically motivated’ overbuilding and general inefficiency that has 
traditionally hindered the system. A direct link between capital costs and revenues would have also 


encouraged Canada's money-losing airports to engage in revenue generating activities. 


The cconomic consequence of delinking airport costs and airport revenues was highlighted in 
Auditor General Kenneth Dye's /985 Report to the House of Commons. Mt. Dye cited over staffing, 
bad planning and poor marketing in explaining increases of 163 per cent over five years in Transport 
Canada's operating deticit for airports and related services.’ The five year increase, leading to a $457 
million deficit, included a 378 per cent increase in subsidies to municipal airports, which were being 


made “without up-to-date eligibility criteria."

Centralization, along with the wide acceptance of airports as instruments of government policy and 
a lack of accounting safcguards, has created an air transport infrastructure that is politically 
motivated and systematically inefficient, with pockets of over capacity in various regions of the 


country becoming a long-term drain on Transport Canada resources. 


In the late sixties and early seventies, when economic development and immigration patterns were 
pointing to increased services to Toronto, the federal government was determined to artificially 
preserve Montreal as Canada's premier air transport centre. Montreal's Dorval Airport could have 
been expanded to handle up to 20 million passengers per annum. The government argued, however, 
that a new $500 million airport was necessary to handle the 30 million passengers forecast to travel 
through Montreal by 1990. In 1993, Montreal's Dorval and Mirabel Airports handled 8.2 million 
passengers between them, compared with 20 million at Toronto/Pearson International Airport and 


10.2 million at Vancouver International Airport. 


Mirabel Airport is not the sole example of money wasted on a system overbuilt, it is merely the most 
public and most extravagant. In New Brunswick, the greatest distance separating the Fredericton, 
Moncton, and Saint John airports is less than 200 kilometres. In 1992, these three airports handled 
639.678 scheduled passengers (equivalent to approximately two weeks traffic at Toronto/Pearson 


International Airport) with a combined operating deficit of $2.5 million. 


Ninety-four per cent of Canada's air passenger and cargo traffic travel through 26 of Transport 


Canada's 150 owned, operated or subsidized airports; the remaining 124 facilities handle 6 per cent 


of the traffic. 


In addition to having been overbuilt, Canada's airport system has traditionally been burdened with 
“uncompetitive operational costs. In 1985, the Auditor General compared operating costs at three 


Transport Canada airports with threc comparable U.S. airports. Analysis revealed that person-years 
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used at Canadian airports for three specific functions (facility maintenance; policing and security; 
and, crash, fire and rescue) was 30 per cent to 40 per cent greater than at U.S. airports. A more 
general analysis between 25 Canadian and 25 U.S. airports confirmed the Auditor's conclusion that 
costs per passenger were higher in Canada.” 

As an example of lower labour productivity and higher operating costs, the Auditor General cited 
the hiring practices of U.S. versus Canadian airports, Employees at U.S. airports performed a variety 


of functions, while Canadian workers were hired for specific maintenance functions. 


The Auditor General's findings were confirmed in a 1986 government Task Force on Airports that 
noted Transport Canada's “overly centralized system inadequately serves the needs and objectives 
of provinces, regions and municipalities." The Task Force went on to report that "Government 


‘volvement in, and control of, airport operations (including rates and charges, human resources, 


standards for facilities planning, operating procedures and levels of service) reduce financial 
accountability and impede incentive, accountability, responsiveness, and flexibility. Such conditions 
lead to expenditures and revenuc structures based on other than purely commercial or operational 


reasous, and also constrain the airport's ability to attract and retain commercially oriented staff."° 


The Task Force on Airports optimistically pointed to messages in the 1985 Federal Budget and 
Transport Canada's 1985 position paper, Freedom to Move, as indications that the government was 
prepared “to remedy" identified problems in the country's air transport infrastructure. But in his final 


report to the House of Commons in October 1990, Mr. Dye remained critical of Transport Canada's

Airport Group, noting that the department "docsn't have the financial instruments it needs to operate 


in a commercial manner in the present deregulated, highly commercial environment."” 


The replacement value of Transport Canada's airports (not including land) is estimated to be $10 
billion. But according to the Auditor General in his 1990 report, the government does not have “a 
comprehensive plan or philosophy for funding routine maintenance, restoration or expansionary 


capital needs of its airport structure." 


Since there was no link between airport expenses and revenues in the federal government's 


Consolidated Revenue Fund, the political and bureaucratic sides of government had no motivation 


to make existing airports more efficient or to justify the cost of new development on commercial 


principles. 


Despite having a sophisticated planning technique to determine the size of air terminal buildings, 
Transport Canada added $890,000 to the cost of expanding the Ottawa International Airport by 
building pre-boarding waiting rooms that were twice the required size. The increase was made at 
the request of the airlincs; however, the government mude no attempt to have the airlines sane the 
additional cost. Transport Canada similarly built beyond requirement at the Regina Airport, where 
oversizing in the $30 million terminal building led to an cxtra capital cost of $1.5 million.* In airline 
economics, an aeroplane seat is considered to be a perishable commodity. Ifthe aircraft takes off 
with that seat empty, the value of the seat on a particular flight is forever lost. The same principle 
applics to overbuilt airports: the initial capital cost coupled with the ongoing higher operating and 


maintenance costs will never be recovered.

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Further examples of Transport Canada waste lie in Pickering (just east of Toronto) and the Hamilton 
Mount Hope Airport. An estimated $260 million was spent to expropriate prime agricultural land 
in Pickering, Ontario, for an aborted sccond Toronto airport that was never needed. Another $48.6 
million was spent to upgrade the Hamilton Airport (70 kilometres from Toronto/Pearson 
International Airport) without adequate study on just how this facility could be a sufficient reliever 
to Canada's busiest airport. The expansion did not include, for example, a lengthening of IJamilton's 
8,000 kilSmetec runway to accommodate trans-Atlantic charter flights all year round. This is not to 
say that the investment would have been prudent if a runway extension had been added. The 
upgrade of Hamilton Airport, however, was a poorly conceived waste of taxpayers’ money without 


appropriate airside expansion and, therefore, should not have taken place. 


Given that the groundside and air traffic control upgrades have taken place, Hamilton's potential lies 
as a niche airport ~ probably as a low-cost altemative to Toronto/Pearson Intemational Airport. But 
the Regional Municipality of Hamilton- Wentworth is prevented from substantially lowering its user - 
charges in relation to the fees charged at Pearson because of the subsidy it receives from Transport 
Canada to operate the airport. Lower landing fees, while giving the outward impression of reducing 
Hamilton's already depressed revenue base, would only have a negative effect as long as air traffic 
remained stagnant or went into decline. If used as a tool to attract new markets, a reduction in 
landing fees could increase airport revenues through increased airside activity and greater passenger 
volumes travelling through (and purchasing goods and services in) the terminal building. As it 
stands, Transport Canada's subsidy to the Hamilton Airport, which amounted to $856,000 in fiscal 
1992/93, is paid out without consideration to cost recovery, and has no purpose except to keep open 
an airport that the market has already rejected under current operating conditions. Transport Canada 
paid out approximately $81.2 million in operating subsidies to 117 airports in fiscal 1992/93. 


The combination of Transport Canada's undisciplined approach to building and running airports and 


the reckless ambitions of a spendthrift government inevitably led to financial strains. In 1982, the 
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© federal government scrapped a needed third terminal at Toronto/Pearson International Airport and 
reduced staffing levels inside the nation’s air traffic control centres. The action was the Aer out 
symptom ofa larger disease within cash strapped governments, where it remains preferable to scale 
back service in publicly funded institutions (air traffic control. hospitals and schools) rather than 
relinquish some control to a more efficient altemative. As a consequence of the government's 1982 


decision, staff shortages plagued the national airway and reduced airside capacity at Toronto/Pearson 


International Airport for more than 2 decade. 


Toronto's air passenger requirements were finally met through a ‘build-transfer-operate’ arrangement 
between Transport Canada and a consortium headed by developers Haung & Danczkay. The 
consortium financed and built the $550 million passenger terminal, transferred the title to Transport 


Canada and now operates the facility through a 20-year lease arrangement. 


© By 1992, Transport Canada was experiencing a significant "backlog" between capital expenditures 
that were required at Canadian airports against expenditures being made. In his 1993 report, the 
Auditor General noted that, "in 1988-89, $246 million was spent on capital expenditures for airports, 


while only $119 million was forecast for 1992-93."

BACKGROUND: 


The Region has been requested by The Hamilton International Air Show Foundation for 
permission from the Board to hold their Annual World Class Event which will be held June 17 
and 18, 1995. 


An Agreement between the Regional Municipality of Hamilton-Wentworth and The Hamilton 
International Air Show Foundation will be prepared by the Legal Services Department 
authorizing the applicant to use Hamilton Airport for setting up, holding and dismantling the Air 
Show from June 1 to 23, 1995 as has been done each year. 


A. DIRECTORS’ LIABILITY 


With respect to Directors’ and Officers’ Insurance Liability, the Agreement remains structured 
in the same fashion as achieved during negotiations and finalization of the Operating Agreement 
for 1993 and continued for 1994. 


It is important to note that, as part of the compromise achieved in 1993, the Region has agreed 
to limit any claims for directors’ negligence to the extent as would be covered by the Directors’ 
and Officers’ Insurance Liability Policy which is in the amount of ONE MILLION DOLLARS 
CANADIAN ($1,000,000.00 Canadian). Accordingly, the same arrangement applies this year 
as was the case last year. 


B. STANDARD INSURANCE 


The Applicant must provide and maintain a policy of liability insurance from an insurer to cover 
all claims for public liability of death, personal injury, or property damage, arising from the 
holding of the Air Show with coverage of not less than TWELVE MILLION DOLLARS 
($12,000,000.00) CANADIAN FUNDS for each occurrence. 


Cc. PARTICIPANTS 


That Applicant shall also ensure that each participant in the Air Show during the Air Show has 
a public liability insurance policy insuring against personal injury, death, and property damage, 
in the amount not less than ONE MILLION DOLLARS ($1,000,000) for each occurrence and 
shall provide the Airport General Manager with proof of such insurance policies in the form of 
a certificate of insurance no later than the 9th day of June, 1995 for approval. 


D. PYROTECHNICS 


With respect to pyrotechnics coverage, the same wording achieved with respect to last year’s 
agreement has been maintained and coverage in the amount of ONE MILLION DOLLARS IN 
UNITED STATES CURRENCY ($1,000,000.00 U.S.) is provided for with respect to 
pyrotechnic liability coverage relating to the Air Show and any promotional events preceding the 
Air Show. 


E. SUBMISSION OF POLICIES 

If the Applicant fails to submit the policies, or fails to obtain the Region’s approval for the 
policies, the Region in its sole discretion, shall be at liberty to revoke approval of the holding 
of the Air Show in whole or in part without recourse or claim by The Hamilton International 


Air Show Foundation or by anyone else claiming to be affected thereby. 


F. WRITTEN PLANS AND ARRANGEMENTS 


The Applicant must provide the Airport General Manager, at least four weeks in advance of the 
Air Show, written plans and arrangements for the Air Show to be approved by the Airport 
General Manager, setting out the Air Show activities, and its operations plans before, during and 
after the Air Show, including its safety, emergency, disaster control and security plans for the 
Air Show and its measures to minimize interference without disruption of the Airport’s tenants 
and Airport users before, during and after the Air Show. 


The Applicant should, at all times, keep the Airport General Manager fully informed of the 
Applicant’s plans for the Air Show and of the operation and status of the Air Show and shall 
notify him immediately of any proposed changes and plans for the Air Show which changes shall 
not be effective until the approval of the Airport General Manager has been provided. 


G. ADVANCE PROMOTIONAL EVENTS 


The Hamilton International Air Show Foundation is required to give the Airport General 
Manager at least ten days’ notice for any advance promotional events provided that no such 
event can be held unless the Hamilton International Air Show Foundation has the prior written 
approval of the Airport General Manager and unless the Hamilton International Air Show 
Foundation has provided to the Airport General Manager satisfactory proof that the proper 
insurance for the event is in place. 


H. LIST OF AIRCRAFT 


The Applicant must provide directly to the Airport General Manager, by no later than June 1, 
1995, a complete list of all aircraft and their owners which The Hamilton International Air Show 
Foundation has invited to attend at or participate in the said Air Show together with the 
insurance policies and certificates evidencing the Public Liability Insurance required with respect

to participants, and shall update the list as required for all aircraft and owners attending or 
participating in the Air Show which update shall contemporaneously include the corresponding 
insurance policies and certificates. As required by the policies of Transport Canada, owners of 
aircraft not so listed will be charged aircraft parking fees by the Region. 


I. ASSISTANCE 


We will assist the Air Show organization using airport maintenance staff if it does not entail 
overtime. Any ERS (Emergency Response Services) or maintenance staff overtime must be paid 
for by The Hamilton International Air Show. 


JI. CANCELLATION 


If the Applicant fails to comply with this agreement or with the conditions contained in this 
agreement, including the time requirements set out herein, including the approvals required from 
the Airport General Manager, then the Airport General Manager, on behalf of the Region may 
immediately, upon written notice to The Hamilton International Air Show Foundation revoke the 
Region’s approval for the holding of the Air Show, without recourse or claim by The Hamilton 
International Air Show Foundation for any damages resulting therefrom, nor by anyone else 
claiming to be affected thereby having regard to some of the problems that were encountered 
at the 1993 Air Show which were outlined by way of correspondence from the Airport General 
Manager to the representatives of the Air Show Foundation in the event problems of this nature 
are encountered once again this year, there may be a possibility of cancellation where the 
circumstances justify such cancellation having regard to matters of public safety and airport 
security.

BACKGROUND: 


The Airport General Manager and Assistant Corporate Counsel have met with Transport Canada 
and Department of Justice Canada staff to discuss the draft Letter of Intent for airport transfer 
to the Region in accordance with the National Airports Policy. A Disclosure of Information 
Agreement is also required prior to release of any information from Transport Canada files on 
Hamilton Airport. As a result of these discussions various changes were proposed to the 
documents reviewed. The federal government staff were not empowered to make any changes 
in the documents that they considered to be "substantive". These proposed substantive changes 
will be submitted to Ottawa for consideration. No negotiations on airport transfer can be entered 
into without Regional approval of the Letter of Intent and the Disclosure Agreement. Copies of 
these documents are attached as is the assistant Corporate Counsel letter outlining the proposed 
changes to the documents.

Dear Ms. Poulin: 


Re: Acquisition of Hamilton Airport 


Further to our meeting of March 10, 1995, I wish to confirm as follows. 


Firstly, as discussed, I am enclosing herewith for your review, a copy of the Municipal 


Freedom of Information and Protection of Privacy Act. As discussed, you will be determining 


the extent to which this legislation corresponds or otherwise conflicts with the requirements 
of the Federal Access to Information Act. Please advise as to the results of your review for 
further action. 


With respect to the Letter of Intent, I would confirm the following: 


Clause 1: 


During our discussions, the inclusion of the phrase "and with due regard to the nature and 


particular circumstances of the Airport" was confirmed by Transport Canada to involve a 
substantive change to the document. Accordingly, as you advised, this particular change to 


the documentation will require approval by Ottawa. 
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While the transfer of the Airport will occur under the auspices of the National Airports Policy, 
the transfer will also require the acknowledgement and accommodation of various issues which 
are specific to Hamilton Airport. While the National Airports Policy sets out a broad and 
general scheme dealing with Regional Airports as a whole, each of the individual airports as 
they are transferred through this policy will require attention to specific issues which relate 
to the particular circumstances faced by each individual airport facility. The inclusion of this 
wording provides an opportunity and sets forth the parameters of the discussions flowing from 
the Letter of Intent such that these particular issues will form part of the negotiation 
framework. 


Clause 1(b)(i): 


As discussed, the phrase "subject to the need for any environmental remediation identified in 
the Environmental Remediation Plan which has not been completed by the Transfer Date" will 


be included in this paragraph. As you advised, this also represents a substantive change 
requiring approval from Ottawa. 


I would confirm our discussions and agreement in that this particular phrase simply reflects 
the likelihood that all action required by the Environmental Remediation Plan will not be 
completed by the transfer date. Accordingly, this represents a simple revision to the Letter 
of Intent to reflect probable circumstances surrounding the transfer of the Airport. 


Clause 1(d): 
The inclusion of the phrase "or cause the Airport to be managed, operated and maintained" 


also comprises a substantive change. I would confirm that there is no immediate disagreement 
to the inclusion of this wording as it preserves flexibility concerning the future management 
structure of the Airport. Accordingly, as this represents a substantive change, approval from 
Ottawa will be required. 


Clause 1(e): 


The inclusion of the phrase "Subject to review and due diligence", as you advised, represents 
a substantive change. As discussed, this wording reflects the requirement that prior to any 
agreement to take on Transport Canada’s contractual! relations concerning the Airport, such 
contractual relations will require a due diligence review by the Region. 


Clause 2: 

As you confirmed, the inclusion of the phrase "non-binding" is a substantive change. I 
believe there was agreement on this particular issue as the Letter of Intent is intended to be 
non-binding, inclusion of this wording simply confirms that particular intention. 
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Clause 4: 


Transport Canada may wish to reconsider the inclusion of this particular paragraph within the 
Letter of Intent. As noted above, the Letter of Intent is to be non-binding creating no legal 
obligations or covenants. Clause 4 in fact is expressed as a covenant as discussed during our 
previous meeting. Therefore, the provision is inconsistent with the overall Letter of Intent. 


In the event Transport Canada nevertheless requires to maintain this particular provision, the 
obligation of the Region must be qualified in that any confidentiality is subject to the Region’s 


legislative obligations under the Municipal Freedom of Information and Protection of Privacy 


Act. As you advised, this represents a substantive change requiring further review and 
confirmation by Ottawa. 


In particular, we identified the concern as to the circumstances in which the Municipal 


Freedom of Information and Protection of Privacy Act may conflict with the requirements of 


the Federal Access to Information Act. As noted previously in this letter, I have enclosed a 


copy of the Municipal Freedom of Information and Protection of Privacy Act for your review 


and confirmation concerning the extent to which such conflict arises. 


Clause 8: 


The inclusion of the phrase "Councillors, Board Members," is non-substantive and has 
accordingly been made to the Letter of Intent. 


Clause 9: 


As you advised the inclusion of the phrase "or extended beyond the twelve (12) month period 
by written agreement of the parties" represents a substantive change. However, I would 
confirm our agreement in that this wording permits each of the parties to extend the 


negotiating period in the event the one year time frame cannot be met. As confirmed by both 
Mr. Kincaid and Mr. Larson, it is highly unlikely that the transfer will be completed within 
the contemplated twelve month period and there is a strong likelihood of an extension being 
required. 


With respect to the execution component of the Letter of Intent, I would confirm that the 
signing officers for the Region are the Regional Chairman and Regional Clerk. Please ensure 
that these titles are designated on the signature portion of the Letter of Intent. 


With respect to the Disclosure of Information Agreement, I would confirm the following: 
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Clause 2.3: 


I would confirm that the word "directors" is to be replaced by the phrase "councillors, board 
members". This does not represent a substantive change as discussed. 


Clause 2.4: 


The word "directors" is to be replaced by the phrase "councillors, board members" in the 
same fashion as Clause 2.3 above. Once again, this does not represent a substantive change 
as discussed. 


Clause 2.6(a): 


As discussed, the phrase “under the Municipal Freedom of Information and Protection of 
Privacy Act, if applicable, or" is to be inserted on the second line after the word "disclosed". 


In the same fashion previously discussed in this letter, you will be reviewing the inter-action 
between the Access to Information Act and the Municipal Freedom of Information and 
Protection of Privacy Act. It is my understanding that this represents a substantive change 
requiring approval by Ottawa. This change has been requested in order to reflect the 
legislative obligations of the Region under the Municipal Freedom of Information and 


Protection of Privacy Act. 
Clause 3.4: 


I would confirm that the phrase "by the Airport Operator" is to be inserted on the second line 
immediately after the word "permitted". To my understanding, this represents a substantive 
change requiring approval by Ottawa. The change has been introduced in order to qualify the 
Region’s obligations concerning the procurement of additional Releases in that if such data is 
provided to a third party by the Region, then a Release will be required in those circumstances 
only. 


Clause 3.5: 


I would confirm that during the course of our discussions, I expressed to you some concern 
with respect to the provision of an indemnity by the Region concerning provision and use of 
Data as defined in the Disclosure of Information Agreement. 


Clause 3.2 confirms the Region’s assumption of all risk with respect to the accuracy and 
completeness of such Data and Clause 3.3 provides a Release from the Region to Transport 
Canada concerning any use or reliance by the Region with respect to any Data provided by 
Transport Canada. Clause 3.4 goes on further to provide that the Region when providing any 
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Data to a third party, will obtain a similar Release for the benefit of Transport Canada. 


Given the provision of such Releases and an Acknowledgement that such information is given 
on an as is where is basis, I do not understand the circumstances which would require any 
indemnification. The Region would not be able to maintain a cause of action in this regard 
given its Release. Any third party which uses such Data as provided by the Region would be 
in a similar situation. 


It should be sufficient for the purposes of Transport Canada to receive from the Region a 
confirmation as to the non-liability of Transport Canada in connection with such Data and the 
provision of a Release not only from the Region but from any third parties which receive such 
information from the Region. The provision of an indemnification is rather pointless given 
the lack of exposure by Transport Canada in relation to either the Region or such other third 
parties. The Region should not be required to indemnify Transport Canada for any other risks 
that may be associated with such Data. 


For these reasons, we would once again ask that Clause 3.5 be deleted from the Letter of 


Intent given the sufficient protection provided to Transport Canada within Clauses 3.2, 3.3 . 


and 3.4. 


I would assume that this, in all likelihood, represents a substantive change and in the event 
Ottawa denies such request, at the very least, the phrase "by the Airport Operator" should be 
added on to the very end of Clause 3.5. 


Furthermore, the definition of Data as contained in Clause 1.1(b) is rather broad given the 
phrase "relating to any airports". Perhaps this clause could be changed to read "relating to 
the Airport" in that any Data which is specific to Hamilton Airport would be subject to the 
requirements contained in the Disclosure of Information Agreement. The Region or any third 
party to the extent it relies on information concerning other airports as disseminated by 
Transport Canada should not be the subject matter of a Release or Indemnification by the 
Region. Accordingly, I would anticipate that this also represents a substantive change 
requiring approval by Ottawa. 


Finally, I would also comment that the Letter of Intent provides a framework for discussion 
which assumes that negotiations for the transfer will take place on an as is where is basis. 
This, of course, assumes that the transfer shall be for a nominal sum with no substantial 
consideration required by the Region. 


In the event, Transport Canada requires the expenditure of any substantial consideration by 
the Region, the parameters of the Letter of Intent may require re-adjustment in order to reflect 
the parameters for a commercial transaction for value. That is to say, if this transaction 
requires expenditures of monies by the Region, certain additional protections may be required 
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for the purpose of making such an investment. 


Furthermore, in the event the enquiries and due diligence investigations by the Region reveal 
that even if the transfer is for nominal consideration, the assumption of risks, expenditures and 
liabilities with respect to the Airport by the Region will require substantial investment and the 
parameters of the negotiations will also require adjustment as noted above in order to provide 
these additional protections for Regional purposes. 


In the meantime, it is my understanding that the particular changes to the Letter of Intent and 
Disclosure of Information Agreement will require investigation and approval by Treasury and 
the Department of Justice in Ottawa. 


In the meantime, we will arrange to have these particular documents reviewed by the 
Transport Canada Negotiations Sub-Committee of the Airport Management Board for their 
review, comment and direction. 


The ultimate acceptance and approval of these documents resides with Regional Council and 
by copy of this letter, I would ask that Mr. Kincaid make the necessary arrangements in order 
to commence this process as soon as possible. . 


In the meantime, I thank you for your time and consideration in this matter and look forward 
to receiving your opinions in connection with the confidentiality legislation.

As per your request, we have done some preliminary investigation into ways that the 
Hamilton Airport can be marketed. While this document cannot be construed as a 
definitive marketing plan, it is intended as an indicator of which directions Airport 
marketing efforts should take, with the greatest impact and cost efficiency. 


Situational Analysis: 


The Airport is caught in a “Catch 22” situation. Its ability to attract increased passenger 
traffic is hampered by the fact that the only carrier of note is U.S. Air, providing service 
to Pittsburgh. While air travellers can connect from this hub to virtually anywhere in 
the U.S., Hamilton Airport is not top-of-mind for the bulk of the travelling public and 
travel agents. They still use Pearson International, despite the obvious disadvantages 
of flying through this facility. 


Combine this problem with the fact that other carriers are not motivated to provide 
service out of Hamilton Airport because they perceive a lack of demand and are loathe 
to detach themselves from Pearson International. Hence the “Catch 22”. People aren't 
using Hamilton Airport because they believe there aren't enough carriers providing 
connections they want. Carriers aren’t establishing new services out:of Hamilton 
Airport because they don’t perceive a large enough demand to make those services 
economically feasible. 
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Opportunity: 


There is a silver lining to this cloud however. As time goes on, Pearson International is 
becoming less attractive to the flying public due to airport congestion and the difficulties 
experienced by most just in trying to get to the airport itself. All roads leading to 
Toronto are approaching gridlock. There is an opportunity to play off of an emerging 
disenchantment with Pearson International and position Hamilton Airport as a viable 
alternative for air travellers, By necessity this would be a long-term Strategy. Travel 
agents and the flying public will not be convinced overnight, but as conditions worsen 
around Toronto and Pearson International, the viability of using Hamilton Airport 
increases. 


The Strategy: 


Because travellers, agents and carriers are not using the airport, we have to provide a 
compelling reason for them to do so. Celebrities like Michael Jackson, Elizabeth Taylor, 
Rod Stewart and Madonna have flown in and out of Hamilton Airport as well as many 
Major Baseball Teams, some NHL Hockey Teams and the Dallas Cowboys Football 
Team for their recent exhibition game at Skydome with the Buffalo Bills. They have 
used Hamilton Airport for obvious reasons - no congestion, quick customs clearance, 
good security and easy transportation links to Hamilton and Toronto. To draw 


and position our pitch around the fact that if Hamilton Airport is good enough for 
these celebrities and sports teams, then they obviously will be good enough for everyone 
else. 


Radio 


This concept can be executed via a series of humorous radio commercials that play up 
the fact that Hamilton Airport has been used by various celebrities and that maybe it’s 
time for you to use it as well. They will highlight the services offered by U.S. Air and 
position Hamilton Airport as a very viable and convenient alternative to Pearson 
International. These spots would run on various local radio stations. 


Direct Mail 
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By udoor 


A series of Transit Shelter Posters that also reflect on the celebrity theme would help support the 
radio campaign and increase awareness of the Airport and its services. 


Summary: 


These are the basic ingredients for a marketing plan that would promote Hamilton Airport and 
increase awareness and usage of the facility by travel agents and the public. With $60,000. remaining 
in your marketing budget to the end of the year, I believe this is an achievable campaign that starts us 
moving in the right direction and maximizes the funds available. As stated earlier, marketing 
Hamilton Airport is a long-term proposition, needing a consistency of approach and execution to 
effectively impact the marketplace. 


We would be pleased to develop a detailed marketing and communications plan for Hamilton 
Airport and hope that the ideas presented here find a receptive audience. In cooperation with you 
and your staff, we look forward to elaborating on these concepts at your earliest convenience.

Attached for the Board’s information is the Hamilton Airport 1994 Status Quo Noise Contours 
and Hamilton Airport 2001 Stage 3 (Chapter 3) Aircraft Noise Contours. 


As noted in the Canada Gazette Part II, Vol. 129, No. 17 (23/8/95), AERONAUTICS ACT, 
Transition to Chapter 3 Aeroplanes Order, the Minister of Transport devised an Order 
respecting the transition to Chapter 3 aeroplanes (refer to the attached excerpt). This Air 
Navigation Order will strengthen efforts to reduce aircraft noise levels in coming years. 


To summarize, after April 1, 2002, no person shall conduct operations with an aeroplane to or 
from an aerodrome in Canada unless the aeroplane is a Chapter 3 aeroplane. The Transition 
to Chapter 3 Aeroplanes Order is a new order that sets out the requirements and compliance 
schedule under which Canadian operators are required to phase out the operation of noisier jet 
aircraft and phase in the operation of quieter jet aircraft in Canada. 


Every operator shall ensure that: 

a) on the compliance date set out in column I of each item of Schedule I the number of 
Chapter 2 aeroplanes in the operator’s fleet expressed as a percentage of base level, is 
equal to or less than the percentage set out in column II of that item; or

b) on the compliance date set out in column I of each item of Schedule II, the number of 
Chapter 3 aeroplanes in the operator’s fleet expressed as a percentage of the fleet, is 


equal to or greater than the percentage set out in column II of that item. 
(Refer to Page (6) of the Order) 


A controlled phase-in and phase-out schedule will benefit airline operators by offering them 
some flexibility on how they effect the changeover, provided it occurs within the time 
parameters of the schedule. Also, in addition to being quieter, Chapter 3 aircraft are more fuel 
efficient and less expensive to operate. 


A phase-out of noisier aircraft operating at Canadian aerodromes will benefit the public by 
eventually resulting in reduced noise for people who live near these aerodromes. Chapter 3 
aircraft engines also produce less pollution than Chapter 2 aircraft engines. 


Compliance with this order will be enforced by the suspension or cancellation of a Canadian 
aviation document pursuant to Section 6.9 of the Aeronautics Act or through the assessment of 
a monetary penalty.

3. (1) Subject to subsection (2), this Order applies to opera- 
tors that operate, in Canada, subsonic turbo-jet aeroplanes with 
a maximum certificated take-off weight of 34 000 kg 
(74,956 lb.) or greater. 

(2) This Order does not apply in respect of aeroplanes that 
use no aerodrome in Canada other than Gander International 
Airport. 

(3) Any reference in this Order to Chapter 3 of ICAO 
Annex 16, Volume I, second edition, 1988, or to Part 36 or 
Part 91 of the Federal Aviation Regulations is a reference only 
to that Chapter or Part, and any documents that are referred to 
in that Chapter or Part are for informational purposes only. 


Final Compliance Requirement 


4. After April 1, 2002, no person shall conduct operations 
with an aeroplane to or from an aerodrome in Canada unless 

(a) the aeroplane is a Chapter 3 aeroplane; or 

(5) the aeroplane is operated pursuant to an exemption issued 

under section 12 or 13. 


Importation of Chapter 2 Aeroplanes 


5. (1) Subject to subsection (2), no person shall operate a 
Chapter 2 aeroplane that was imported into Canada after the 
day on which this Order comes into force unless 

(a) the aeroplane is operated only for the purpose of northern 

Operations and no Canadian aeroplane that is suitable for

Base Level 


6. (1) Every operator that, before the date on which this Order 
comes into force, conducted operations to or from any aero- 
drome in Canada, and that continues to do so, shall establish 
an original base level pursuant to subsection (2) and report that 
Original base level to the Minister in writing within 45 days 
after the day on which this Order comes into force. 


(2) An operator establishes an original base level by selecting 
a date within the period beginning on January 1, 1990 and 
ending on the date on which this Order comes into force, and 
the number of Chapter 2 aeroplanes owned, leased or leased 
out by the operator on that date is equivalent to the operator’s 
original base level. - 


(3) Every operator that acquires a Chapter 2 aeroplane within 
the period beginning on March 10, 1992 and ending on the day 
on which this Order comes into force shall add that aeroplane 
to the operator’s base level.

(5) on the compliance date set out in column I of each item 
of Schedule I, the number of Chapter 3 aeroplanes in the 
operator’s fleet, expressed as a percentage of the fleet, is 
equal to or greater than the percentage set out in column 
of that item. 


(2) Every new entrant shall, on the compliance date set out 
in column I of each item of Schedule IJ, ensure that the number 
of Chapter 3 aeroplanes in the operator’s fleet, expressed as a 
percentage of the fleet, is equal to or greater than the percentage 
set Out in column III of that item. 


(3) An operator is not required to include wide-body aero- 
planes in the operator’s fleet for the purposes of this section. 


(4) No operator shall include a Chapter 3 aeroplane in the 
operator’s fleet for the purpose of complying with this Order 
if the aeroplane has been included in the fleet of another 
operator for the same purpose. 


(5) Where a calculation made for the purpose of determining 
a percentage referred to in subsection (1) or (2) results in a 
number that is not a whole number, that number may, at the 
option of the operator, be rounded either up or down to the 
next whole number. 


Credits 


11. Any operator that exceeds a requirement imposed by

mutted in writing to the Minister no later than April 1, 2001.

Description 


The Transition to Chapter 3 Aeroplanes Order (Air Naviga- 
uon Order, Series V, No. 35), is a new order that sets out the 
requirements and compliance schedule under which Canadian 
Operators are required to phase out the operation of noisier jet 
aeroplanes and phase in the operation of quieter jet aeroplanes 
in Canada. 


A subsonic turbo-jet aeroplane with a maximum certificated 
take-off weight (MCTOW) of 34 000 kg (74,956 Ib.), or greater, 
that meets the noise emission standards of the International 
Civil Aviation Organization (CAO) Annex 16, Volume 1, 
Chapter 3, is referred to as a Chapter 3 aeroplane. Older jet 
aeroplanes that do not meet the noise emission standards of 
ICAO Chapter 3 are referred to as either Chapter 2 aeroplanes 
or non-noise certificated (NNC) aeroplanes.

Commencing December 31, 1995, subsonic turbo-jet aero- 
planes that have a MCTOW of 34 000 kg (74,956 Ib.), or 
greater, which do not meet Chapter 3 standards, will begin to 
be phased out of operation at Canadian aerodromes. 


After April 1, 2002 all jet aeroplanes that have a MCTOW 
of 34 000 kg (74,956 lb.), or greater, will be required to meet 
Chapter 3 standards in order to operate at Canadian aero- 
dromes. Exemptions will be granted for aeroplanes serving 
aerodromes in northern Canada. 


This order also restricts the importation of Chapter 2 and 
NNC aeroplanes. Chapter 2 aeroplanes may be imported from 
the United States provided that the operator of the aeroplane 
meets the American Federal Aviation Regulations, Part 91 
Chapter 3 aeroplane phase-in compliance dates. 


ICAO supports a phase-out of noisier jet aeroplanes in re- 
sponse to concerns from member states that have been facing 
increased public intolerance to aircraft noise. The United States 
and the European Economic Community presently have regu- 
lations in force to phase out noisier jet aeroplanes. Those 
regulations apply to foreign operators operating in Europe or 
in the United States. 


Alternatives 


Maintaining the status quo is an alternative that was consid- 
ered and found to be unacceptable. 


The Air Transport Association of Canada (ATAC), which 
represents the Canadian operators of jet aeroplanes that will be 
affected by this order, supports a national phase-out of Chap- 
ter 2 and NNC aeroplanes. Due to existing foreign regulations, 
Canadian operators with destinations in Europe or the United 
States are obliged to replace their Chapter 2 aeroplanes with 
Chapter 3 aeroplanes in accordance with schedules that are 
stricter than the schedules contained in this order. 


Given the existing foreign regulations regarding noisier aero- 
planes and the support of the airline operators, this order is the 
only practical alternative to the status quo. 


At this time, there are no Chapter 3 aeroplanes that are 
certified for operations from the type of shale and gravel 
runways that exist in northern Canada. Consequently, the order 
permits operators to apply for an exemption for these aero- 
planes to allow them to continue to operate in northern Canada.

MMHD est de 34 000 kg (74 956 livres) ou plus devront 
Satisfaire aux normes du chapitre 3 pour pouvoir étre utilisés 
dans les aérodromes canadiens. Des exemptions seront accor- 
dées, lorsque les exigences de l’arrété sont satisfaites, aux 
avions qui effectuent des opérations aux aérodromes situés dans 
le Nord du Canada. 


Le présent arrété limite également l’importation des avions— 
chapitre 2 et des avions qui n’ont pas de certification acousti- 
ue.

L’OACI appuie la décision de réduire progressivement |’ uti- 
lisation des avions a réaction les plus bruyants prise 4 la suite 
de recommandations faites par les Etats membres relativement 
a l’intolérance grandissante du public face au bruit des aéro- 
nefs. Les Etats-Unis et la Communauté économique européenne 
ont une réglementation en vigueur visant 4 réduire progressi- 
vement l’utilisation des avions 4 réaction les plus bruyants. 
Cette réglementation s’applique aux utilisateurs étrangers ef- 
fectuant des opérations en Europe ou aux Etats-Unis. 


Solutions envisagées 


On considére que le maintien du statu quo est une solution 
inacceptable. 


L’Association du transport aérien du Canada (ATAC), qui 
représente les utilisateurs canadiens d’avions 4 réaction touchés 
par le présent arrété, appuie la décision nationale de réduire 
progressivement l'utilisation des avions—chapitre 2 et des 
avions qui n’ont pas de certification acoustique. Les utilisateurs 
canadiens qui effectuent des vols vers l’Europe ou les Etats- 
Unis seront obligés de remplacer leurs avions—chapitre 2 avec 
des avions—chapitre 3 conformément a des calendners qui sont 
plus sévéres que ceux visés dans cet arrété étant donné la 
réglementation étrangére existante. 


Le présent arrrété est la seule solution de rechange pratique 
au statu quo étant donné la réglementation étrangére existante 
relative aux avions les plus bruyants et l’appui des exploitants 
aénens. 


En ce moment, il n’existe aucun avion—chapitre 3 homolo- 
gué pour effectuer des opérations 4 partir des pistes de schiste 
et de gravier qui sont utilisés dans le Nord du Canada.

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Benefits and Costs 


Economic Costs 


Canadian operators have already replaced many of their 
Chapter 2 aeroplanes with Chapter 3 aeroplanes in order to 
comply with European and American regulations. The price of 
a Chapter 3 aeroplane is approximately US$300,000 per seat. 
There are hush kits for Chapter 2 aeroplanes that will enable 
these aircraft to meet Chapter 3 noise standards. The cost is 
approximately US$3 million per aeroplane. However, hush kits 
do not improve fuel consumption or engine emissions. 


The cost impact will be high for any new airline operator 
who intends to commence operations in Canada using noisier 
aeroplanes, which are less expensive to purchase because of a 
variety Of market forces, including the existing phase-out 
regulations in the United States and Europe. 


Economic Benefits 


A controlled phase-in and phase-out schedule will benefit 
airline operators by offering them some flexibility on how they 
effect the changeover, provided it occurs within the time pa- 
rameters of the schedule. Also, in addition to being quieter, 
Chapter 3 aeroplanes are more fuel efficient and less expensive 
to operate. 


Social Benefits 


A phase-out of noisier aircraft operating at Canadian aero- 
dromes will benefit the public by eventually resulting in re- 
duced noise for people who live near these aerodromes. 
Chapter 3 aeroplane engines also produce less pollution than 
Chapter 2 aeroplane engines. 


Consultation 


ATAC was consulted informally throughout the development 
of the order. Formal consultation with the aviation community 
took place following publication in the Canada Gazette Part I 
on November 26, 1994. Several changes were made to the 
order as a result of formal consultation following the Canada 
Gazette Part I publication. 


The ban against importing Chapter 2 aeroplanes has been 
modified to permit importation from the United States. Oper- 
ators importing Chapter 2 aeroplanes from the United States 
will be required to comply with the American Chapter 3 aero- 
plane phase-in schedule. These provisions were added to ad- 
dress the concerns raised by the industry about the larger 
supply of Chapter 2 aeroplanes available in the United States 
that would not otherwise be available to Canadian operators. 


The requirements respecting new operators, termed "new 
entrants” in the order, were revised to harmonize with the 
American regulations. If an operator is a "new entrant" under 
the American regulations, then the operator may also elect to 
be considered to be a "new entrant” in Canada. Several Cana- 
dian operators advised that they are "new entrants” under the 
Amencan rule and would have been subject to two different 
compliance schedules if the schedules had not been harmo- 
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Avantages et coats 


Coats économiques 


Les utilisateurs canadiens ont déja remplacé un bon nombre 
de leur avions—chapitre 2 avec des avions—chapitre 3 afin dé 
respecter la réglementation européenne et américaine. Le prix 
d’un avion—chapitre 3 est approximativement de 300 000 $ 
U.S. par si¢ge. I] existe un kit d’atténuation du bruit pour les 
avions—chapitre 2 qui permet de satisfaire aux normes d’émis- 
sion de bruit visées au chapitre 3. Le coat est approximative- 
ment de 3 millions $ U.S. par avion. Cependant, le kit 
d’atténuation du bruit n’améliore pas la consommation de 
carburant ou les émanations du moteur. 


L’incidence du cofit sera élevé pour tout nouvel exploitant 
qui a |’intention de commencer |’exploitation d’une entreprise 
de transport aérien au Canada avec les avions les plus bruyants, 
ces derniers étant moins chers 4 1’achat étant donné les diverses 
forces du marché incluant la réglementation sur la réduction 
progressive aux Etats-Unis et en Europe. 


Avantages au plan économique 


L’établissement d’un calendrier fixe relatif 4 ]’augmentation 
et a la réduction progressives de 1’ utilisation des avions laissera 
aux exploitants aériens davantage de latitude quant a la maniére 
dont ils effectueront la conversion, pourvu qu’ ils respectent les 
délais du calendrier. De plus, bien que les avions—chapitre 3 
soient plus silencieux, ils sont davantage performants en terme 
de carburant et moins cofteux a utiliser. 


Avantages au plan social

Consultations 


L’ATAC a été officieusement consulté lors de |’élaboration 
de l’arrété. La consultation officielle auprés du milieu aéronau- 
tique s’est faite lors de la publication, le 26 novembre 1994, 
dans la Gazette du Canada Partie I. Suite a cette derniére, de 
nombreux changements ont été apportés a |’ arrété. 


L’interdiction d’importer des avions—chapitre 2 a été modi- 
fié pour permettre |’importation des Etats-Unis. Les utilisateurs 
qui importent des avions—chapitre 2 des Etats-Unis devront 
satisfaire aux exigences américaines relatives au calendrier 
d’application sur |’augmentation progressive des avions—cha- 
pitre 3. Ces dispositions ont été ajoutées afin de solutionner 
les questions soulevées par l'industrie concernant |’offre plus 
grande des avions—chapitre 2 disponible aux Etats-Unis qui 
ne pourrait pas |’é@tre autrement pour les utilisateurs canadiens. 


Les exigences concernant les nouveaux exploitants, désignés 
« nouvel entrant » dans |’arrété, ont été révisés afin d’harmo- 
niser avec la réglementation américaine. Lorsqu’un exploitant 
est un « nouvel entrant » aux termes de la réglementation 
américaine, ce dernier peut choisir d’étre considéré un « nouvel 
entrant » au Canada. Plusieurs utilisateurs canadiens nous. ont 
informés qu’ils étaient considérés comme « nouvel entrant » 
aux termes de la réglementation américaine et qu’ils auraient 
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nized. Because of the number of Operators that operate in both 
the United States and Canada, the Canadian rules have been 
harmonized, to the greatest extent possible, with those of the 
United States. 


In response to the request from the industry for simplified 
Paperwork requirements, the order was revised to replace the 
three separate annual reports with a single, comprehensive 
report. 


The restrictions against loading and unloading passengers 
and cargo from Chapter 2 aeroplanes Operating in northern 
Canada have been removed. When the issue was reviewed, it 
was determined that the restriction would not only be difficult 
to enforce, but that it might have actually resulted in increased 
noise levels at affected aerodromes. If aeroplanes had been 
prohibited from loading and unloading passengers and cargo in 
southern Canada on the way to the North, additional aircraft 
would have been required to handle the business that the 
Chapter 2 aeroplanes could not conduct. Aircraft exempted 
from the order for northern operations must be equipped for 
operation on gravel runways. 


Finally, the order has been revised to permit ferry flights for 
maintenance of aeroplanes conducting northern operations. 


Several operators requested changes to the Chapter 2 phase- 
out schedule for cargo operations. The changes to the importa- 
tion restrictions address the operators’ concerns respecting the 
perceived inequity between Canadian and American operators. 
Any further changes to the compliance schedule were rejected 
because they would have created greater inequity between the 
Amenican and Canadian rules. 


One operator requested that the exemption of wide-body 
aeroplanes from calculations of fleet composition be extended 
to narrow-body aeroplanes as well. The exemption for wide- 
body aeroplanes is included in the order. It was included in the 
ICAO resolution in recognition of the fact that these aeroplanes 
are all equipped with high-bypass-ratio engines. Exempting 
narrow-body aeroplanes, which are equipped with low-bypass- 
rauio engines, would have been inconsistent with the intent of 
the order. 


One operator requested that the order guarantee 25 years of 
service after initial certification for any aeroplane, since this 
was included in the ICAO resolution respecting the phase-out 
of Chapter 3 aeroplanes. This proposal was considered but 
rejected. Although the guarantee would be beneficial for some 
Canadian operators, it would decrease the effectiveness of the 
order in Canada. Also, the American regulations do not contain 
any provision guaranteeing 25 years of service. 


Finally, one operator questioned whether the order would 
permit fleet composition calculations resulting in fractions to 
be rounded up to allow an operator to continue using a 
Chapter 2 aeroplane. The order was reviewed and it was con- 
firmed that the present wording gives an Operator the option 
of rounding calculations up or down, as the operator chooses.

HAMILTON AIRPORT NOISE STUDY 


INTRODUCTION 

The City of Hamilton Noise Control Department has been requested by the Hamilton Region 
Airport Management Board to conduct a comprehensive noise study of aircraft noise in 
residential areas surrounding the Hamilton Airport. The purpose of this report was to monitor 
and record data of noise levels generated by all aircraft in residential areas between the hours 


of 10:00 p.m. and 7:00 a.m. daily. The results of all the data collected for this report is 
intended for information only. 


RUNWAY USE BETWEEN 11:00 p.m. and 7:00 a.m. 


RUNWAY 06 


Departures are not permitted between 11:00 p.m. and 7:00 a.m., unless authorized by the 
Airport General Manager. 


RUNWAY 30R 


All aircraft are to climb to 3000 feet ASL (above sea level) direct to ALFA Beacon then may 
make appropriate turns. No turns are permitted below 3000 feet and before the ALFA Beacon. 


ALL REMAINING RUNWAYS 


All aircraft are to climb on runway heading to 3000 feet ASL before proceeding on course. 


PREFERENTIAL RUNWAYS 


Between 11:00 p.m. and 7:00 a.m. consistent with safety operations, pilots should select 
runways in the following order of priority: 


DEPARTURES ARRIVALS 
1) 24 1) 06 
Ze 2) 30R 

3) 30R 5) 12

During noise monitoring, the primary runways in use for departures in order of priority were: 
1) WAG. 

2) 30R 

(Refer to Table 2 on Page 6) 

A total of 54 of 99 aircraft departed Runway 12L (approximately 54%). 

A total of 34 of 99 aircraft departed Runway 30R (approximately 34%). 


The primary runways used for arrivals in order of priority were: 


1) 30R 
2) 24 
3) Ab 


A total of 28 of 47 aircraft arrived on Runway 30R (approximately 30%). 
A total of 10 of 47 aircraft arrived on Runway 24 (approximately 21%). 


A total of 9 of 47 aircraft arrived on Runway 12L (approximately 19%). 


NOISE MONITORING STATIONS 


Several noise monitoring stations where selected for this report based on the number of 
complaints registered with the Hamilton Airport Noise Line and areas as requested by the Acting 
Airport General Manager. I selected monitoring stations in Ancaster, Glanbrook and Hamilton. 
Noise monitoring was conducted in specific areas that were dictated by use of appropriate 
runways. 


On various nights noise monitoring stations in Ancaster were located at the intersections of Book 
Road and Courtland Street; at Chippendale Avenue and Amberly Blvd. 


In Glanbrook, noise monitoring stations were located at Hwy #6 and English Church Road; also 
at 1531 Nebo Rd (on flight path). 


In Hamilton noise monitoring stations were located at Rymal Road and Upper Wellington 
(Turner Park); Mt. Albion and Greenhill; Lawrence Road and Park Row South; Aberdeen 
Avenue and Queen Street. 


NOISE MONITORING OBSERVATIONS 


On several occasions aircraft departing Runway 12L climbed to the required 3000 feet then made 
appropriate turns either left or right following proper flight procedures as directed by Toronto 
Centre. When the aircraft turned left (north) after attaining 3000 feet, the aircraft if heading to 
Winnipeg, while continuing to climb, would pass over the City of Hamilton and Ancaster. 


When the aircraft turned right (south) after attaining 3000 feet, the aircraft if heading to Calgary, 
would pass over the Hamilton Airport and continue to fly over Ancaster, north of the ALFA 
Beacon. This correct procedure may be perceived by area residents that the aircraft was 
departing Runway 30R, and therefore not following proper fight path procedures while the 
aircraft is heading north of the ALFA Beacon. 


All aircraft while departing or arriving maintained proper noise abatement procedures as required 
by Transport Canada. 


NOISE MONITORING 


Noise monitoring commenced on October 18, 1995. Some nights where not suitable for noise 
monitoring due to inclement weather. A record of 10 days of noise monitoring data was 
collected, averaging nearly 8 hours per night. A total of 146 aircraft events occurred during the 
monitoring period. The majority of events occurred during the peak hours between 12:00 a.m. 
and 4:00 a.m. daily (See Table 1 on Page 6). The majority of aircraft were B727’s and B737’s. 


CHIPPENDALE AVE AND AMBERLY BLVD

The highest noise level recorded at this station was 72.9 dBA for a duration of 41 seconds.

30R. The 2 highest noise levels recorded at this monitoring station were 89.3 for 42 seconds 
and 87.8 dBA for 51 seconds.

Nebo Road is located approximately 3 miles from Runway 12L on the flight path. The highest 
noise level recorded at this location was 74.1 dBA for 57 seconds.

NOISE LEVEL COMPARISON 


At five different locations situated throughout the City of Hamilton, noise monitoring was 
conducted during night time hours in residential areas to establish existing noise levels created 
by industry, rail and vehicular traffic. 


The purpose of this study was to establish a relative noise grading respecting comparisons 
between existing noise levels in a City vs aircraft events. 


BEACH ROAD NEAR OTTAWA STREET NORTH 


This residential area was selected for noise monitoring for its proximity to heavy industrial 
zoned area. Noise monitoring was conducted on Tuesday, October 31, 1995 at the property line 
adjacent to a residential home and monitored for one hour. The total noise level monitored over 
one hour was 69.0 dBA. 


BURLINGTON STREET EAST AND BIRCH AVENUES 


On Tuesday, October 31, 1995 noise monitoring was conducted at the property line adjacent to 
a residential home. The monitoring was conducted over a 20 minute period. The total noise 
level monitored was 67.0 dBA. 


BIRCH AVENUE AND PRINCESS 
On Wednesday, November 1, 1995 noise monitoring was conducted at a property line adjacent 
to a residential home. Noise monitoring was conducted over a one hour period. The total noise 
level monitored was 63.0 dBA. 
GAGE AVENUE NORTH AND CUMBERLAND AVENUE 
On Wednesday, November 1, 1995 noise monitoring was conducted at a property line adjacent 
to an Apartment Building which is situated 65 feet from the railway track. Noise monitoring 
was conducted over one hour. The total noise level monitored was 71 dBA. 
ABERDEEN AVENUE AND STUDHOLME 
On Thursday, November 2, 1995 noise monitoring was conducted on a property line adjacent 


to a residential home. The property abuts the rail line and train shunting occurs nightly. The 
noise level monitored over one hour was 71.0 dBA. 


SUMMARY 


In all cases, noise monitoring was conducted outdoors. I was unable to obtain any noise levels 
from indoors. 


During some monitoring nights, special permission was granted by the Acting Airport General 
Manager for arrivals on Runway 24. This was requested due to very high winds and the safety 
of the aircraft and pilots. 


On two occasions during noise monitoring the ceiling was low enough that noise levels 
increased. The effect of a low ceiling compresses the sound pressure and increases the dBA 
level. 


After reviewing the noise complaints registered with the airport, the majority of complaints are 
of the aircraft departing, not so much arriving. 


Although the duration of the aircraft passing the monitoring area, the sound pressure generated 
by various aircraft was loud at certain monitoring stations. 


During noise monitoring in the Chippendale Avenue and Amberly Blvd. area, noise from traffic 
on Hwy 403 was clearly audible.

Sound Level Meter - Sound pressure levels of common noise sources can be conveniently 
measured with an instrument called a sound level meter. A sound level meter measures the 
"Linear Sound Pressure Level" in dB and the "A-weighted sound pressure level" dBA. It also 
used two averaging time weighting characteristics: fast and slow. 


Integrating Sound Level Meter for Leq Measurements - Conventional sound level meters average 


(integrate) the acoustic signal. The averaging is selected by the "Slow" time weighting of 
characteristics incorporated in the meter. An integrating sound level meter is capable of 
averaging Over many minutes, hours and even days. 


If a sound signal fluctuates in level, a conventional sound level meter reading will fluctuate while 
the integrating sound level meter will average the fluctuations and produce an average reading 
(denoted Leq) Time vs Sound pressure level. 


Leq - The energy equivalent level (Leq) is that constant sound level which has the energy as a 
time-varying noise level for a specified duration. 


Weighting Networks - In order to satisfactorily describe human perception and response to 
sound, the sound is usually filtered or weighted. The commonly used weighted network in noise 
measurements is the A-weighting referred in this report as dBA. 


NOISE MONITORING EQUIPMENT APPENDIX E 


For this comprehensive noise study two Larson Davies Model 700 Integrating sound level meters 
were used. The sound level meters were equipped with proper wind screens. The sound level 
meters were situated on separate tripods and properly mounted. Both sound level meters were 
calibrated prior to noise monitoring and continuously throughout the night. Noise monitoring 
was conducted in compliance with the Ministry of the Environment and Energy guidelines as 
specified in the Municipal Model Noise By-Law N.P.C. 105.

The Hamilton Airport Budget Exception Report for the period ending October 31, 1995 is being 
forwarded to this Board pursuant to Regional Finance Policy. 


The Committee of the Whole and Regional Council at their meetings of April 18, 1995 approved 
both the Hamilton Airport Regional and Hamilton Airport Preliminary Operation and 
Maintenance Budget (Transport Canada) Budgets. 


As noted in the previous Budget Exception Report for period ending September 12, 1995 (Report 
AIR95-041) at your Board’s meeting of October 12, 1995, the 1995 Hamilton Airport 
Preliminary Operation and Maintenance Budget (Transport Canada) was forwarded to Transport 
Canada for approval in November 1994. In early September, 1995, after an extensive 
negotiation process and various adjustments in the revenue allocations, Transport Canada advised 
that the approved subsidy level is $514,000, comprised of Operation & Maintenance (O&M) 
expenditures of $2,220,260 and revenues of $1,706,260 (see following table):

Although the 1995 approved subsidy level has been reduced by $128,470 from our original 
submission; airport staff are confident that the operation of the airport can still be maintained 
in an efficient and safe manner. By using the current figures approved by Transport Canda, this 
budget does not have any unfavourable variances at the present time. 


The above figures do not include the Airport Regional Budget which is a total of $144,790, with 


a net cost of $76,990, when revenues are taken into account.

This is further to my memo of September 6, 1995. As we discussed this morning, in our 
view the small amount of money that the Proposal provides for the Region (about $.08 on 
the dollar) does not justify the risk of losing our right to claim against the proponent's 
9 insurer in the event that an action is brought against the Region over the next 6 years 
arising out of an occurrence on the airport lands formerly rented by the proponent. Based 
on the numbers provided in the proposal, the Region and the other unsecured creditors will 
not receive any payment under a bankruptcy while we will receive a small payment under 
the terms of the Proposal. However, the wording of the Release in the Proposal is so broad 
that it appears to cover any type of claim against the proponent. This would include, for 
example, any claim for personal injury on the premises rented by the proponent. 


Accordingly, we have determined that it is in the Region's best interest to file its Proof of 
Claim and register its proxy vote as not approving the proposal. In the event that sufficient 
other creditors approve the proposal we will be bound in any event (and receive our small 
payment) but may be able to argue in future that any release must be restricted to the 
indebtedness only. If the Proposal is not accepted, the proponent will automatically be 
adjudged bankrupt.

Transport Canada and the Region are currently working on amending the Noise Abatement 
Procedures for the Hamilton Airport. These changes will lessen the noise factor over the Town 
of Ancaster. 


YOUR QUESTION: The Beacon at Dutf’s Corners is mentioned on a number of occasions. Is the Beacon really 
at Duff's Corners or is it on Shaver Road North of the Township yard, and perilously close 
to residential areas? 


The Alfa Beacon is located at the back of the MTO Yard, west of Wilson Street. 


YOUR QUESTION: Why were the noise levels monitored by Mr. Westaway at the Fire Station and not at the 
South end of Hamilton Drive, which appears to be the North edge of the flight path, again 
perilously and noisily close to Hamilton Drive? 


The Ancaster Fire Station was selected to monitor noise levels due to several complaints from 
the Amberly and Wilson Street area. 


YOUR QUESTION: What is the required altitude for outgoing aircraft at Hamilton Drive and Hwy 53? 


Aircraft departing Runway 30R are climbing to 3,000 feet above sea level.

Currently, airport staff are investigating the feasibility of purchasing new equipment for the Noise 
Management Hotline. The questions requiring response on this hotline are necessary for staff 
10 adequately investigate the complaint. Effective August 1995, all complaints registered on the 
Noise Management Line have been acknowledged. 


At the present time, there is no dedicated Noise Control Officer at the Airport. The services of 
Mr. Westaway, Chief Noise Control By-law Officer of the City of Hamilton were retained to 
carry out a comprehensive study of noise related to the operation of the Hamilton Airport. This 
Study was presented to the Airport Management Board at its meeting of November 9, 1995. A 
copy of Mr. Westaway’s report is attached for your information. 


Any noise related concerns can be directed to the undersigned at 679-4151, Extension 224. 
YOUR QUESTION: Who enforces the flight regulations and how are they enforced? 

Transport Canada enforces the Aeronautics Act which includes Noise Abatement Procedures for 
the Hamilton Airport. If an infraction becomes apparent by Air Traffic Control, Toronto Centre 
and/or Airport General Manager, Transport Canada will be notified of the Suspected infraction. 
Transport Canada will investigate the alleged infraction and if necessary, enforcement action will 


be taken. 


Your concerns have been registered and charted. Therefore, be assured that we will continue 
our endeavours to improve this on-going airport noise situation with all parties involved.

I ama heavy sleeper and never really understood the 
Fegular complaints in the Ancaster News Journal (since we are very Close to the actual 
airport facility and noise didn't seem to be a problem) Lately. however, [ have been 
woken by loud airplanes landing at times between 1] 30 pm and 4:30 am. I know these 
times because I look at the clock when I am shocked out of my heavy sleep. 


Three times in one week in October I was wakened in the early morning hours and I am 
serious when | say that it became a problem for me If my sleep is disturbed, I do not 
feel rested all day. I guess it is genetics but regardless, this problem for myself and all 
of the light sleepers (whose complaints ] now understand!) needs to be remedied. 


Maybe I am a lighter sleeper than I used to be or maybe there is more air traffic or 
maybe the planes have changed flight patterns but whatever the reason. Night noise 
such as this must be prohibited. I am thinking of having children in the near future 
and I don t want my newborn subjected to this scary noise in the night either 


I understand that this airport has a business advantage in using night flights since no 
other airports do [Ot =- sons S

without night flights then Toronto should share smaller day flights with the Hamilton 
Airport. Toronto is too crowded anyway, And if it still can't survive then maybe we 
should replace it with a profitable business that includes an airplane museum 


I grew up in Mount Hope and my sisters and brothers worked at the airport. It still 
holds some fond memories for me but we must be realistic and not nostalgic. Restrict 
flights at night. No flights should be allowed between midnight and 5 am for the good 
of the community.

FINANCIAL/STAFFING/LEGAL IMPLICATIONS: 


The temporary rental relief requested by the Civic Restaurant will cause a minimal effect to the 
Transport Canada 1996 Airport Operations and Maintenance Budget. A copy of the 1995 year 
to date rental ledger has been attached to this report for information. 


BACKGROUND: 


The Airport Management Office is in receipt of a letter from Mrs. Mary Kozar, Proprietor of 
the Civic Restaurant located in the air terminal building requesting temporary rental relief. Due 
to the lack of passenger traffic as well as a lack of business from airport tenants, operators and 
users, the Civic Restaurant is experiencing a sufficient loss of revenues and it is becoming 
increasingly difficult for them to cover their operational costs. 


Numerous attempts have been made to increase business by marketing the restaurant to local 
businesses in the community, airport tenants and operators. Hours of operation were also 
changed in order to accommodate the late night courier operations, which proved to be 
unsuccessful.

FINANCIAL/STAFFING/LEGAL IMPLICATIONS:

BACKGROUND: 


The Region has been requested by The Hamilton International Air Show Foundation for 
permission from the Board to hold their Annual World Class Event which will be held June 
14th, 15th and 16th, 1996. 


An Agreement between the Regional Municipality of Hamilton-Wentworth and The Hamilton 
International Air Show Foundation will be prepared by the Legal Services Department 
authorizing the applicant to use Hamilton Airport for setting up, holding and dismantling the Air 
Show from June 1 to 21, 1996 as has been done each year. 


A. DIRECTORS’ LIABILITY 


With respect to Directors’ and Officers’ Insurance Liability, the Agreement remains structured 
in the same fashion as achieved during negotiations and finalization of the Operating Agreement 
for 1993 and continued for 1994. 


It is important to note that, as part of the compromise achieved in 1993, the Region has agreed 
to limit any claims for directors’ negligence to the extent as would be covered by the Directors’ 
and Officers’ Insurance Liability Policy which is in the amount of ONE MILLION DOLLARS 
CANADIAN ($1,000,000.00 Canadian). Accordingly, the same arrangement applies this year 
as was the case last year. 


B. STANDARD INSURANCE 


The Applicant must provide and maintain a policy of liability insurance from an insurer to cover 
all claims for public liability of death, personal injury, or property damage, arising from the 
holding of the Air Show with coverage of not less than TWELVE MILLION DOLLARS 
($12,000,000.00) CANADIAN FUNDS for each occurrence. 


C. PARTICIPANTS 


That Applicant shall also ensure that each participant in the Air Show during the Air Show has 
a public liability insurance policy insuring against personal injury, death, and property damage, 
in the amount not less than ONE MILLION DOLLARS ($1 ,000,000) for each occurrence and 
shall provide the Acting Airport General Manager with proof of such insurance policies in the 
form of a certificate of insurance no later than the 7th day of June, 1996 for approval.

D. PYROTECHNICS 


With respect to pyrotechnics coverage, the same wording achieved with respect to last year’s 
agreement has been maintained and coverage in the amount of ONE MILLION DOLLARS IN 
UNITED STATES CURRENCY ($1,000,000.00 U.S.) is provided for with respect to 
pyrotechnic liability coverage relating to the Air Show and any promotional events preceding the 
Air Show. 


E. SUBMISSION OF POLICIES 


If the Applicant fails to submit the policies, or fails to obtain the Region’s approval for the 
policies, the Region in its sole discretion, shall be at liberty to revoke approval of the holding 
of the Air Show in whole or in part without recourse or claim by The Hamilton International 
Air Show Foundation or by anyone else claiming to be affected thereby. 


F. WRITTEN PLANS AND ARRANGEMENTS 


The Applicant must provide the Acting Airport General Manager, in mid February, May and 
April, of the Air Show, written plans and arrangements for the Air Show to be approved by the 
Acting Airport General Manager, setting out the Air Show activities, and its operations plans 
before, during and after the Air Show, including its safety, emergency, disaster control and 
security plans for the Air Show and its measures to minimize interference without disruption of 
the Airport’s tenants and Airport users before, during and after the Air Show. 


The Applicant should, at all times, keep the Acting Airport General Manager fully informed of 
the Applicant’s plans for the Air Show and of the operation and status of the Air Show and shall 
notify him immediately of any proposed changes and plans for the Air Show which changes shall 
not be effective until the approval of the Acting Airport General Manager has been provided. 


G. ADVANCE PROMOTIONAL EVENTS 


The Hamilton International Air Show Foundation is required to give the Acting Airport General 
Manager at least ten days’ notice for any advance promotional events provided that no such 
event can be held unless the Hamilton International Air Show Foundation has the prior written 
approval of the Acting Airport General Manager and unless the Hamilton International Air Show 
Foundation has provided to the Acting Airport General Manager satisfactory proof that the 
proper insurance for the event is in place. 


H. LIST OF AIRCRAFT 


The Applicant must provide directly to the Acting Airport General Manager, by no later than 
May 3lst, 1996, a complete list of all aircraft and their owners which The Hamilton 
International Air Show Foundation has invited to attend at or participate in the said Air Show 
together with the insurance policies and certificates evidencing the Public Liability Insurance 
required with respect 
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to participants, and shall update the list as required for all aircraft and owners attending or 
participating in the Air Show which update shall contemporaneously include the corresponding 
insurance policies and certificates. As required by the policies of Transport Canada, owners of 
aircraft not so listed will be charged aircraft parking fees by the Region. 


I. ASSISTANCE 


We will assist the Air Show organization using airport maintenance staff if it does not entail 
overtime. Any ERS (Emergency Response Services) or maintenance staff overtime must be paid 
for by The Hamilton International Air Show. 


J. CANCELLATION 


If the Applicant fails to comply with this agreement or with the conditions contained in this 
agreement, including the time requirements set out herein, including the approvals required from 
the Acting Airport General Manager, then the Acting Airport General Manager, on behalf of the 
Region may immediately, upon written notice to The Hamilton International Air Show 
Foundation revoke the Region’s approval for the holding of the Air Show, without recourse or 
claim by The Hamilton International Air Show Foundation for any damages resulting therefrom, 
nor by anyone else claiming to be affected thereby having regard to some of the problems that 
were encountered at the 1993 Air Show which were outlined by way of correspondence from 
the Acting Airport General Manager to the representatives of the Air Show Foundation in the 
event problems of this nature are encountered once again this year, there may be a possibility 
of cancellation where the circumstances justify such cancellation having regard to matters of 
public safety and airport security.

c) That subject to Transport Canada approval, the Acting Airport General Manager be 
authorized and directed to issue a requisition for a purchase order to Aviation Research 
Corporation for the purchase of the AFTNS; and 


d) That staff be authorized and directed to create a Noise Management Plan for the 
Hamilton Airport, including the acquisition of new complaint recording equipment and 
the possible establishment of a Noise Management Committee. 


FINANCIAL/STAFFING/LEGAL IMPLICATIONS: 


It is recommended that staff request Transport Canada to cost share in the purchase of an 
Aircraft Flight Tracks and Noise System (AFTNS); noise monitoring equipment that will track 
aircraft utilizing Hamilton Airport. The funds could be cost shared as follows: 


Hamilton Airport 15% $15,000 1-56346-343104 
(Hamilton Airport Marketing Account) 
Transport Canada 85% 85,000 


Funding is available in the Airport Marketing Budget to absorb the above cost. 
BACKGROUND: 


Your Board at its meeting of November 9, 1995 received presentations from citizens expressing 
concerns pertaining to noise related issues. As a result of this meeting, staff investigated various 
possibilities of alleviating these concerns. 


Extensive meetings with Transport Canada officials were held to discuss amendments to the 
published Noise Abatement Procedures for Hamilton Airport. As part of the Noise Management 
Plan for Hamilton Airport, the Noise Abatement Procedures published in the Canada Flight 
Supplement and Canada Air Pilot will be revised. These amendments will be forwarded to 
Transport Canada for inclusion in these publications effective January 4, 1996. 


These changes are as follows: 

Runway 30R - All aircraft 26,000 kg or more gross take-off weight (gtow) climb on Runway 
Heading to 500 feet above ground, turn left to a Heading on 260° climb to 3,000 asl (above 
sea level) until crossing the 160° Radio of the Kitchener VOR (VHF Omni-directional Range). 
All aircraft 26,000 kg or more gtow southbound/westbound proceed on course. 

All aircraft 26,000 kg or more gtow weight eastbound/northbound track inbound on the 


Kitchener VOR until reaching the 18 DME (Direction Measuring Equipment) miles before 
proceeding on course.

Runway 12L - All aircraft climb to 3,000 feet asl direct the Bravo NDB (non-directional 
beacon). No turns below 3,000 feet above sea level (asl) and before Bravo NDB. 


Visual arrivals maintain 3,000 feet asl or last assigned altitude until established on final. 


Noise Sensitive Area - All training flights 26,000 gtow to maintain 3,000 feet asl. If unable, 
training flight circuits must be to the south of the airport. 


Training flights - Runway 12L - between sunset and 2300 hrs local must be right hand circuits. 
Training flights - Runway 30R - between sunset and 2300 hrs local must be left hand circuits. 


All aircraft less than 26,000 kg gtow will comply with the current Noise Abatement Procedures 
published in the Canada Flight Supplement and Canada Air Pilot. 


The above changes to the Noise Abatement Procedures for Hamilton Airport will lessen the 
noise factor over the Town of Ancaster. 


A representative from Air Navigation System Requirements, Ontario Region, Transport Canada 
will be present at your Board’s meeting to explain the recommended changes to the Noise 
Abatement Procedures for Hamilton Airport. Maps will be available in order to demonstrate 
the effect of the above changes. 


It is also proposed that an Aircraft Flight Tracks and Noise System (AFTNS) be purchased to 
allow staff to monitor the aircraft utilizing Hamilton Airport more efficiently. The AFTNS will 
be used by staff to investigate complaints and report back to the individual advising what took 
place and if enforcement action has or will be taken. 


The Aircraft Flight Tracks and Noise System (AFTNS) is a complete informational tool for 
logging noise or other complaints, monitoring flight tracks, noise and air quality at sites where 
noise and air quality sensors are installed. It is an extremely user friendly, sate of the art, PC 
based system. 

The AFTNS allows you to: 


- manage and localize all noise complaints, 


- observe on a radar like PC monitor, in real time, the tracks of aircraft over the 
geographical map of the area, 


- replay, on a PC monitor, in animated colour graphics, all data associated with the 
flight tracks, noise and air quality, i.e. review tracks of all aircraft, with 


indications of altitude and routing, 


- isolate aircraft in the vicinity of noise complaints from the community,

- isolate aircraft associated with excessive noise at the permanent or portable noise 
monitors, 


2 generate daily reports on the acoustic climate and air quality profiles at the 
appropriate sensors, 


- determine the extent to which areas of the city are affected by overflights and the 
extent of these overflights, and 


- prepare diskettes with the appropriate animated data for display to the interested 
parties. 


The AFTNS was developed by Aviation Research Corporation, which is a wholly Canadian 
owned company. Attached for your information is an information sheet which outlines the 
features of the AFTNS reports which could be generated from this system. 


Currently, airport staff are investigating the feasibility of purchasing new equipment for the 
Noise Management Hotline. The questions requiring response on this hotline are necessary for 
staff to adequately investigate the complaint. 


DISCUSSION: 


The establishment of a Noise Management Committee with the following Terms of Reference 
is suggested: 


4 Review the Noise Management Plan; 

4 Review noise statistics as compared to the previous quarter; 

4 Follow up on any enforcement action taken as a result of a violation of the Noise 
Abatement Procedures; 

4 Review the change to Chapter III aircraft types from Chapter II aircraft types and the 
schedule that the operators of these types of aircraft are following; and 

¢ Promote positive dialogue between the airport operators/users in the surrounding 
communities on airport related issues. 


This Committee could meet on a quarterly basis (4 times a year) for the above purposes. The 
Committee would consist of the following members: 


1) 1 representative from each of the major airlines utilizing Hamilton Airport. 
11) 1 member of the Airport Management Board 

111) 1 member from the Hamilton Airport Operators Association 

iv) 3 members from Transport Canada including the Hamilton Control Tower 
Vv) 1 member from Ancaster Town Council 

V1) 1 member from Township of Glanbrook Council 

vii) Acting Airport General Manager 

vill) City of Hamilton Chief Noise By-law Officer

Although it is suggested that the Noise Management Committee be established, it is necessary 
to note that the privatization of the Hamilton Airport will play a role in Noise Management. 
The new private operator will be required to have noise management policies and operational 


plans established.
